I t happened again. Community 
United Against Violence (CUAV), 
the organization that fights vio¬ 
lence in the lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender 
(LGBT) com¬ 
munities, began 
the year search¬ 
ing for an execu¬ 
tive director, 
and will end the 
year with the 
same mission. 

Just seven 
months after 
embarking 

upon what she _ 

called “a bright 

future” at CUAV, openly lesbian Exec¬ 
utive Director Ruth Bukowiecki 
abruptly resigned earlier this month, 
effectively beginning the agency’s sec¬ 
ond search for an executive director 
in less than a year. Bukowiecki re¬ 
placed Lester Olmstead-Rose, who re¬ 
signed in late January. 

Bukowiecki will officially leave De¬ 
cember 10 to pursue another oppor¬ 
tunity in Alameda County, and CUAV 
has named As¬ 
sociate Director 
Terry Person as 
acting executive 
director. Person 
told the Bay 
Area Reporter 
that Bukowiec- 
ki’s departure 
will not have a 
great impact on 
CUAV’s work. 

_ “Nothing 

will be inter¬ 
rupted,” said Person, also a lesbian. 
“We’re finishing up our strategic 
planning and reorganizing, and I 
think we’re in a great position to carry 
out our vision.” 

That vision will include expanding 
outreach to people of color and trans¬ 
gender people, opening an office in 
Oakland, and stepping up services for 
same-sex domestic violence. 

“We’re looking for an executive di¬ 
rector who can match and maximize 
that vision,” said Person, who intends 
to apply for the position. Person also 
served as acting executive director 
when Olmstead-Rose left the agency, 
but did not apply for the top job. 

Bukowiecki’s term was marked by 
elusiveness; she rarely spoke at CUAV 
news conferences, for instance, and 
Supervisor Mark Leno, who worked 
with CUAV in securing funding for a 
domestic violence shelter for gay men,

Listen, learn, live 

World AIDS Day '99 events around Bay Area

his Wednesday, December 1 is World 
AIDS Day. 

Dedicating one day a year to focus¬ 
ing attention on AIDS may not turn the 
tide against the disease that is now the fourth 
leading cause of death in the world. 

But for people still toiling on the front 
lines, the day offers an opportunity to fight 
the complacency so often cited in recent 
years as the greatest obstacle to progress 
against HIV. 

“Children & Young People: Listen, Learn, 
Live” is the theme adopted for many of the 
protests, seminars, memorials, and fundrais¬ 


ers planned all over the world. The day was 
designated World AIDS Day 12 years ago by 
the United Nations Programme on 
HIV/AIDS (UNAIDS); this is the third com 
secutive year UNAIDS has directed special 
attention to youth. 

For those who believe the AIDS epidem¬ 
ic is over, the most recent statistics may be in¬ 
formative; the numbers are beyond compre¬ 
hension. 

According to a new report released Tues¬ 
day, November 23 by UNAIDS and the World 
AIDS Organization, HIV has infected 50 mil¬ 
lion people throughout the world to date; of 
these the virus has already killed 16 million. 

In 1999 alone, an estimated 5.6 million

Quentin Crisp dies

H e was 74 when he moved to New York 
City from London, refnaking his life 
in the United States and taking the 
country by storm as the ultimate 
raconteur, beloved by audiences everywhere. 
But when Quentin Crisp died on Sunday, 
November 21 at the age of 90, he was back in 
his native country, in Manchester, England, 
preparing to embark on yet another one- 
man show. He collapsed in the private resi¬ 
dence he was staying in, and died shortly 
thereafter in the Manchester Royal Infirmary. 
Crisp, best known to the world as “The 


Naked Civil Servant” from his days of mod¬ 
eling nude for art classes in London during 
World War II, had come full circle in life. The 
thousands - millions, even - who read his 
books, enjoyed his talks, watched him in 
films, and appreciated his dandyism and 
brittle sense of humor will mourn his pass¬ 
ing, on both sides of the Atlantic. 

He was born Dennis Pratt in Sutton, south 
of London, on December 28, 1908, but that 
moniker proved far too colorless for his lik¬ 
ing. He adopted the new name and, as a young 
man in London at a time when homosexual¬ 
ity was considered reprehensible, became the 
ultimate dandy, applying makeup and lipstick,

Leno proposes city 
transgender task force

I t’s great for government 
agencies and commissions to 
issue reports and make 
sweeping recommendations. But 
more often than not, the glossy 
charts and feel-good language 
seem to accomplish little, if any¬ 
thing. 

In 1994 the San Francisco 
Human Rights Commission 
(HRC) issued a report that was 
widely praised at the time for its 
series of findings and recom¬ 
mendations concerning discrim¬ 
ination against the transgender 
community. 

This week, Supervisor Mark 
Leno took some first steps to¬ 
wards finally implementing 
those dusty recommendations. 

Leno was joined on Novem¬ 
ber 16 at a City Hall news con¬ 
ference by District Attorney Ter¬ 
ence Hallinan, representatives 
from the HRC and the San Fran¬ 
cisco Police Department, and 
several transgender men and 


women, to announce his No¬ 
vember 23 introduction of legis¬ 
lation which would create a 
Transgender Civil Rights Imple¬ 
mentation Task Force. 

The majority of the five-year- 
old HRC recommendations have 
not been implemented by city 
departments or by the private 
sector, said Leno. Meanwhile, ac¬ 
cording to Leno, Hallinan and 
Larry Brinkin, coordinator of 
HRC’s Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, 
Transgender, and HIV Unit, 
complaints of transgender dis¬ 
crimination in employment and 
housing, as well as reports of 
physical attacks and murder, 
have continued unabated in San 
Francisco and around the na¬ 
tion. 

, “This is our most discrimi¬ 
nated against community,” said 
Hallinan. 

Many of the meeting atten¬ 
dees gave specific examples of 
the daily violence and discrimi¬ 
nation perpetrated against trans- 
gender people. 

HRC reports that it has re¬ 


ceived over 200 complaints of 
transgender discrimination in 
the city each year since the 1994 
report came out. Lisa Middleton, 
a member of HRC’s LGBT advi¬ 
sory committee, spoke about the 
many reports to the commission 
of employment discrimination. 

“Far too frequently for trans¬ 
gender individuals, they’re faced 
with a horrible choice,” she said. 
“They must choose between giv¬ 
ing up their job or giving up 
their sense of gender. To be de¬ 
nied that right is to be made less 
than human.” 

Brinkin said that perpetrators 
of discrimination against trans¬ 
gender people don’t bother 
being subtle, calling reports to 
the commission “some of the 
most vicious and blatant exam¬ 
ples of discrimination that we’ve 
ever seen.” Still, he said HRC has 
“not had the resources to attack 
every situation.”

Rev. Kreft answers Episcopal Church call

T he Reverend Armand John 
Kreft is not the first openly 
gay priest to be elevated to 
the hierarchy of the Episcopal 
Church. With no proscription on 
gay priests in the church, there 
have been one or two others. 

But Kreft’s claim to fame is that 
he’s the first single, openly gay 
priest to be “called” into the upper 
echelons of the church leadership. 
And he’s dating. 

“Maybe everybody else has just 
been lucky enough to be in a com¬ 
mitted relationship,” quipped Fa¬ 


ther Kreft, who takes his new post 
as dean and rector of Trinity Epis¬ 
copal Cathedral in San Jose on 
January 1, 2000. 

Kreft will be the second high¬ 
est ranking church official in the 
Diocese of El Camino Real, ex¬ 
tending from Palo Alto to San 
Luis Obispo. The Right Reverend 
Richard Shimpfky, who promot¬ 
ed Kreft to the post, serves as bish¬ 
op of the diocese. 

“It’s a real validation of my 
ministry,” Kreft said. “They’re call¬ 
ing on me to be their leader into 
the 21st century.” 

As vicar of the Holy Innocents 
Episcopal Church in San Francis¬ 
co’s Noe Valley, Kreft said that 
over the last eight years he has 
“built an initial struggling con¬ 
gregation of 20 into a vibrant one 
numbering 200.” The church’s 
congregation, a diverse mix of gay 
and straight, married and single 
people of all ages, has never ex¬ 
pressed a problem with his open¬ 
ness about his sexual orientation. 

“It’s been a non-issue in Noe Val¬ 
ley,” he said, while adding that his 
new flock could be a bit more con¬ 
servative. “The diocese at large en¬ 
compasses Watsonville and Salinas. 
I just don’t think they’re exposed as 
much to the gay lifestyle.” ▼

T he 21st anniversary of former 
San Francisco Supervisor 
Harvey Milk’s assassination 
will be commemorated this Satur¬ 
day, November 27, with a candle¬ 
light march that begins at 19th and 
Castro streets at 6:30 p.m. Orga¬ 
nizers from the Harvey Milk Les¬ 
bian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgender 
Democratic Club, which sponsors 
the event, did not return several 
calls to confirm who would be in 
attendance, but it is expected that 
both mayoral candidates - Board 
of Supervisors President Tom Am- 
miano and Mayor Willie Brown - 
will be on hand along with their 
supporters. Several openly gay and 
lesbian community leaders are also 
expected to participate. 

Milk, the first openly gay man 
in the country elected to office, 
began serving on the San Francis¬ 
co Board of Supervisors in 1977. 
He was active in grassroots orga¬ 
nizing and helped to make the 
Castro a socio-political mecca for 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender people. Milk was mur¬ 
dered, along with then-Mayor 
George Moscone, by disgruntled 
ex-Supervisor Dan White on No¬ 


vember 27, 1978. Tens of thou¬ 
sands of people marched to City 
Hall that night, and Milk became 


an instant martyr of the gay rights 
movement. The march has con¬

Willie Brown opens 
Castro campaign office

T o the cheers of lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgender 
(LGBT) supporters, Mayor 
Willie Brown last Thursday, No¬ 
vember 18, opened his Castro 
District campaign headquarters 
in the old San Francisco Fireman 
Credit Union building at Market 
and Castro streets. 

Brown and Board of Supervi¬ 
sors President Tom Ammiano face 
each other in a December 14 
runoff to determine who will gov¬ 
ern the city. While recent polls 
show Ammiano leading among 
LGBT voters, Brown is also popu¬ 
lar in the community and has the 
support of several LGBT political 
groups. 

Openly lesbian Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden (D-San 
Francisco) introduced Brown; 
other elected leaders were on 
hand as well, including Treasurer 
Susan Leal, Supervisors Leslie 
Katz, Mark Leno, and Sue Bier- 
man, and an assortment of LGBT 
commissioners appointed by the 
mayor. 

“I’m looking forward to a huge 
number of votes from this area 
and I think we will retain City 
Hall,” a confident Brown told the 
large crowd. “I’m making the case 
why I should continue to be

mayor of this city.” 

He rattled off several accom¬ 
plishments during his first term in 
office, including support for the 
planned LGBT Community Cen¬ 
ter Project and the renovation of 
the Women’s Building. “Even Al 
Gore came out to be part of the 
effort,” Brown said, referring to 
the vice president’s San Francisco 
visit in September where he an¬ 


nounced the LGBT Community 
Center could apply for federal 
preservation funds and talked 
briefly about the project. 

Brown also recalled the mass 
same-sex “wedding” ceremony he 
and Migden presided over in 1996 
and a similar event held this year 
in the rotunda at City Hall. 
“There’s only one building that 
ought to be the standard in San 
Francisco and that is City Hall,” 
the mayor said in talking about 
the successful renovation of the 
landmark building. “Every build¬ 
ing in San Francisco should be 
shown the same love and respect. 
That’s what my campaign is all 
about - to keep San Francisco for 
those who are here and those to 
come.” 

The mayor, who earlier in the 
day attended the funeral of San- 
Francisco Chronicle society 
columnist Pat Steger, talked about 
how even the not so rich and fa¬ 
mous enjoyed reading her col¬ 
umn. “It’s a blue-collar city 
dressed up in pearls - not pumps, 
just pearls, and we want to keep it 
that way,” the mayor said, perhaps 
in reference to Ammiano’s now 
famous “walk a mile in my 
pumps” comment to Supervisor 
Alicia Becerril in March during a 
heated debate over the Sisters of 
Perpetual Indulgence’s Easter 
street party in the Castro. ▼

I n a part of the city that over¬ 
whelmingly supported him 
during the November 2 elec¬ 
tion, mayoral candidate and San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors 
President Tom Ammiano opened 
his Mission District headquarters 
Saturday, November 20, in the 
building once occupied by none 
other than former candidate Clint 
Reilly at 2600 Mission Street. 

Ammiano faces Mayor Willie 
Brown in a December 14 runoff 
election. The Gay and Lesbian 
Victory Fund, a national organi¬ 
zation, last week endorsed Ammi¬ 
ano. Brian K. Bond, executive di¬ 


rector of the organization, said 
Ammiano, if elected, would make 
history for the gay community 
and the nation while standing up 
for all of San Francisco’s hard¬ 
working families. 

Last Saturday, a diverse crowd 
of nearly 200 people welcomed 
Ammiano to his new space - still 
adorned with Clint-turquoise and 
Reilly-blue trim - to celebrate 
what one speaker described as 
“not just a campaign, but a cru¬ 
sade.” 

Ammiano spoke briefly and 
targeted his comments toward 
Mission District residents and 
workers, focusing on tenants’ 
rights and gentrification. 

“There is another issue, and 
that’s housing,” said Ammiano. 
“And there’s a second issue - 
housing.” 

The candidate said one solu¬ 
tion to chain stores “eating up” 
mom and pop businesses would 
be to open a community land 
trust, where renters could buy the 
building. 

As for evicted tenants and oth¬ 
ers who are homeless, Ammiano 
mocked the city’s current han¬ 
dling of such cases. 

“They’re saying, ‘Golly gee, 
there are all these displaced ten¬ 
ants and we don’t know what to 
do with them,”’ said Ammiano. 
“Well how about treating them 
with some dignity?” 

Ammiano also proposed 
cleaning up the 16th Street BART 
station, addressing the gang prob¬ 
lem, and providing dependable 
public transportation. 

“You deserve a better, cleaner, 
safer, more reliable Muni,” he said. 
“And I guarantee you’ll get it.” V

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Thanks... giving 


T hanksgiving marks the start of the 
bustling holiday season, and while 
people frantically shop, prepare 
meals, and take care of other things associ¬ 
ated with the season, they should pause to 
take stock of the lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender (LGBT) community. In this 
millennial year, it seems everyone is making 
lists - the best movies, the best books, the 
greatest moments in the century, the most 
significant events of the last 1,000 years. 
While we won’t be that ambitious now, it is 
important that we as a community give 
thanks to some landmark events that have 
transpired in the last 11 months. 

From a state perspective, the election of 
Democratic Governor Gray Davis was a vic¬ 
tory for the community. While Davis gov¬ 
erns from the center, progress was made in 
that the recently completed legislative ses¬ 
sion saw more pro-LGBT laws approved by 
the Assembly and Senate and signed by the 
governor than at any other point in Cali¬ 
fornia’s history. 

In fact, this year’s legislative successes 
build upon a major victory that occurred 
under the watch of former Governor Pete 
Wilson; last year the Legislature approved - 
and Wilson signed - AB1999, the first trans¬ 
gender hate crime law in the state’s history 
that went into effect last January 1. 

Thanksgiving is also a time of giving 
back to the community. That has been 
demonstrated by the countless volunteers 
who have donated food and will give of 
their time at holiday dinners around the city 
on Thursday. If you haven’t already made a 
donation - or even if you have - try to stop 
by one of the many churches and commu¬ 
nity organizations that are hosting Thanks¬ 
giving dinner and lend a hand. 

One of the places where the LGBT com¬ 
munity has come together in a big way this 
year is across the bay in Oakland. There, or¬ 
ganizers put on the crowd-pleasing 
Stonewall 30 and Gay Mardi Gras events in 
September, then turned around and hosted 
the National Gay and Lesbian Task Force’s 
annual Creating Change conference this 
month. From the pink lights that adorned 
Lake Merritt to the quickly organized rally 
and march to police headquarters to protest 
an officer’s handling of an incident involv¬ 
ing a transgender woman, the Oakland 
LGBT community should be proud of the 
successes this past year. 

Which brings us back to San Francisco 
and Community United Against Violence 
(CUAV). We were as surprised as anyone to 
hear of the sudden departure of Ruth 
Bukowiecki, who served as executive direc¬ 
tor for only seven months. While CUAV has 


a challenging mission in many respects, we 
hope the organization moves rapidly to fill 
the job vacancy - and more importantly, 
that the person who replaces Bukowiecki 
will be a much more visible presence in the 
community. 

CUAV has the difficult task of dealing 
with survivors of anti-gay violence and 
same-sex domestic violence and with that 
comes a need for confidentiality that we un¬ 
derstand. They deal with people who 
have been victimized and staff 
members need to create a safe 
environment for them. On the • 
other hand, CUAV, as a commu¬ 
nity organization, has to be in 
coalition with other activist groups 
and be very public with people who 
aren’t always sensitive to the need for 
confidentiality. 

It’s a tricky balancing act 

It seems, however, that in 
its desire to maintain confi¬ 
dentiality, CUAV has created a mindset of 
cutting off communication that only serves 
to fuel mistrust among the public. 

During Bukowiecki’s short tenure she 
was largely invisible to the LGBT commu¬ 
nity, and that’s no way for an executive di¬ 
rector to run an organization. 

There is a theoretical connection - a 
nexus if you will - between racism, sexism, 
classism, homophobia, transphobia, and vi¬ 
olence. CUAV should sit down and explain 
that connection to the community. The Gay 


and Lesbian Alliance Against Defamation 
deals with negative images of the LGBT 
community in the media; CUAV needs to be 
out there dealing with the root causes of vi¬ 
olence. We look at how awful transgender 
violence issues, for example, are portrayed 
in the mainstream media and that brings 
home the importance of CUAV being out 
front on the matter so that reporters can bet¬ 
ter understand and more accurately cover 
those stories. 

CUAV needs to learn to play nice 
with others in the LGBT community, 
so that we can all be thankful an orga¬ 
nization such as CUAV is there to serve 
us and advocate for us. 

Finally, we’d like to present a 
“turkey award” to KRON-TV for its 
( runoff debate Monday night be¬ 
tween Mayor Willie Brown 
and Board of Supervisors 
President Tom Ammiano. 
With a black man and a gay 
man running for mayor, we were appalled 
to see three white male panelists question¬ 
ing the candidates; the debate was moder¬ 
ated by another white man. This, after 
KRON ran a piece recently touting its dis¬ 
cussions of race and diversity issues in the 
newsroom, whereby top staff said they do 
everything they can to have representation 
from the Bay Area’s diverse population in its 
television coverage. They obviously need to 
take another look.

W hen we sit at the Thanksgiving table 
this year, let us not forget the people 
in our community living with HIV. 
Our San Francisco model of care has been a 
worldwide inspiration and is much copied. 
One of the first agencies in that model is our 
own AIDS Emergency Fund (AEF). The first 
year that Rick Booth and Walter Mellon 
founded AEF, we made grants of $6,500 
to over 100 people. This year, we will 
give over 2,500 grants totaling over 
$1.5 million. 

The money goes for rent, med¬ 
ical, and utility bills. Since we are 
volunteer based - we have only 
four paid staff members - over 90 
percent of every dollar re¬ 
ceived is spent on client 
services. So many of you 
have been involved rais¬ 
ing those funds, and since AEF was formed, 
over $13 million has been distributed in 
grants. You’ve had garage sales - like our 
Pine Street volunteers, you’ve supported 
beverage benefits (too many to count), and 
given to the Community Thrift Store on be¬ 
half of AEF. We have special events, such as 
“Songs of the Season,” by Donna Sachet and 
the Leather Extravaganza. The Imperial 


Court and leather community have been es¬ 
pecially supportive of AEF over the years. 

Last year we raised over $100,000 with 
your pennies and coins for our Every Penny 
Counts program, which has raised over a mil¬ 
lion dollars to date. On World AIDS Day, this 
Wednesday, December 1, we will be in Union 
Square from 10 a.m. until 2 p.m. This year, 50 
schools are participating in AEF’s World 
AIDS Day event, but we need your help too. 

If you are unable to drop your collec¬ 
tions at Union Square, we have 12 business¬ 
es participating where you can drop off your 
coins (or bills) this year. Thanks to everyone 
who gives to our jars around the 
city and throughout the Bay 
Area. 

There have been so many 
heroes in the 17 years of the 
AEF. Even though we’ve 
lost so many friends, 
partners, family, and 
loved ones, new heroes 
keep stepping up to help. How about you? 
Call Clark Sealy at our office (415-558- 
6985) to volunteer. We need event volun¬ 
teers for World AIDS Day, office help 
throughout the year, and board members. 

In the last year, AEF has committed to a 
Breast Cancer Project to give direct financial 
assistance to people with breast cancer. 
Come and find out what we are doing and 


how you can help. Our annual community 
town hall meeting will take place on Mon¬ 
day, December 6 at 7 p.m., at the Metropol¬ 
itan Community Church-San Francisco, 150 
Eureka Street. Come and be a part of AEF. 

Be assured, you won’t be sorry. The chal¬ 
lenge is great, but so are the rewards. The 
experience will enrich your life more than 
you can imagine. See you at Union Square 
or one of our friends of AEF, where you can 
drop off your coins this Wednesday.

Coping skills for HIVers 

In response to Allen Carson’s letter (“HIV and de¬ 
pression,” November 11), I agree that depression is often 
overlooked as a serious health concern for HlV-posi- 
tive individuals, and I would like to inform your read¬ 
ers of our ongoing study related to coping skills-build- 
ing among HIV-positive gay men. There are potential 
benefits for HIV-positive gay men who participate in 
the study to reduce their stress and depression levels. 

The CHANgES Project is a research study at 
UCSF’s Center for AIDS Prevention Studies that tests 
the effectiveness of a coping skills and stress reduc¬ 
tion model. Eligible participants are randomized to 
one of three arms of the study: a telephone arm track¬ 
ing current trends, or two group-intervention arms. 
Both intervention arms involve a three-month cop¬ 
ing skills-building course with a retreat midway 
through the course, followed by a series of booster 
sessions. All participants also engage in one-on-one 
interviews at regularly scheduled intervals through¬ 
out their year of study enrollment, and have a free 
CD4 count taken at the beginning and end of the 
study. Compensation is provided throughout the 
course of one full year of participation.

We are one people 

Many readers may find this “news” incredible, but 
in Boston, known for its progressive politics and very 
p.c. queer community, the weekly queer rag is called 
Gay Community News. Though locals here may think 
this denotes a paper for gay men only, oddly enough 
this long-lived paper is inclusive of lesbians, bisexuals, 
transgenders, and more. I find it refreshing to see an 
instance where our community can embrace all its 
variant members with a single word. 

Frankly, it dismays me to witness how we have 
adopted an increasingly complex acronym to describe 
our community. The latest version seems to be 
LGBTQ&Q (lesbian, gay, bisexual, transgender, queer 
& questioning). When I saw the last designation added 
to the growing acronym, I became incredulous. After 
the “questioning” run out of questions, do they then 
graduate on to one of the other initials (i.e., become 
gay, lesbian, bisex, or tranny)? In my humble opinion, 
I don’t think that adding more initials to an almost em¬ 
barrassing string does anything to bring us together as 
a community; rather it is derisive, marginalizing, and 
even trivializing (I can almost hear the derisive laugh¬ 
ter of the “hets” as we keep extending the acronym 
right out to the limits of absurdity). Is the next step 
going to be breaking down the “T” into TV, TS, TG (for 
transvestite, transsexual, and transgender)? 

Much to my delight, there are still many lesbians in 
our community who happily refer to themselves as 
“gay womyn.” I personally have a problem with the 
word “gay,” as it doesn’t describe the experience quite 
as eloquently as “queer,” but I am starting to see the 
need for us to find one word to describe all of us so 
that we appear to be a community united, not divid¬ 
ed against itself. If I had my druthers, we would come 
together under the word “queer.” But since compro¬ 
mise is de rigeur in all successful negotiations, I’m 
open to “gay” or any other word that will enable us to 
drop this endlessly expanding acronym that does 
nothing more than suggest that we are not a commu¬ 
nity, but a loose coalition of subgroups who perhaps 
only come together once a year for our parade (which 
is, unfortunately, less and less about politics as the 
years go by). 

It was Abe Lincoln who once said “A house divid¬ 
ed against itself cannot stand.” In our frantic effort to 
keep adding more and more initials to this already 
overextended acronym, are we not becoming a “house 
divided” against itself? 

Queer Nation was a great idea that bombed large¬ 
ly because we have succeeded in marginalizing our 
own community. We need to seek and find common 
ground; to appreciate the many ways in which we are 
alike rather than add initials to an acronym already 
overblown with our apparent need to air our differ¬ 
ences. 

Our rainbow flag is made up of many colors, but 
if you put those colors on a color wheel and spin if 
fast, it becomes just one color. We are one people. Get 
together.

There could be 
rain. There might even be snow. 
There will be football. 

This year, at halftime of the 
game, my high school will intro¬ 
duce the first set of inductees to a 
newly created Sports Hall of 
Fame. I don’t know if my flight 
will get me there in time to stand 
at the 50-yard line, but my name 
will be read among the list of in¬ 
ductees, and I will attend the in¬ 
duction luncheon that follows. It 
is as close to being a 
Homecoming Queen as 
I will ever get. 

I feel honored at 
being selected, oddly 
boastful in writing 
about it, and curious 
about how I will be met 
by school officials. The 
upcoming journey 
has me thinking 
about what it 
means to be hon¬ 
ored as an adult for what I ac¬ 
complished as a teenager at an in¬ 
stitution that, in all likelihood, 
fears the adult that I am. 

Sure, individual teachers have 
been genuinely happy to see me 
on return visits over the years. 
They express their delight that I 
became a teacher and coach my¬ 
self. But would there be a place for 
who I am today if my resume 
crossed the superintendent’s desk? 
Would the school be as willing to 
celebrate an out lesbian educator 
as they are to revive the memory 
of a teenage tomboy jock? 

Okay, I admit it, after all these 
years, I’m having homecoming is¬ 
sues. 

It’s been a long time since I’ve 
felt them. My family made the tran¬ 
sition from having a daughter to 
having a lesbian daughter long ago. 
In fact, the reason I like returning 
for Thanksgiving is that therd is 
much to be thankful for at home. 

As for college reunions, they 
are big events. I make plans ahead 
of time to see the friends I’ve kept 
up with. They know my current 
life. Besides, there are lesbian and 
gay alumni events within my col¬ 
lege reunions. 

But, when it comes to high 
school, even as this honor is being 
bestowed upon me, I still feel a bit 
like an exile. I guess it’s time to 
face those demons. 

Truth be told, the place made 
room for the baby dyke that I was. 
Sure, I felt different. I fought the 
administration to take shop 
rather than home economics. I 
was the only girl busting into 
pick-up basketball games. I cross- 
dressed right down to my Thom- 
McCann shoes from the men’s de¬ 
partment. I had a stash of ties that 
I wore when I dressed up. Two of 
my best friend and I wore tuxe¬ 
does to the Christmas formal and 
went together. 

I didn’t know it, but I was a 
baby dyke waiting to happen, 
though it would take eight years 
after high school to finally happen. 

As much of an odd duck as I 
was, I was not among the disen¬ 
franchised. I wore my outsiderness 
as eccentricity and managed to 
hang with an “in” crowd. Having 
developed a disdain for mediocrity, 

I had a healthy, though not homo, 
“why be normal?” philosophy. 
From that posture, I was an over¬ 
achiever - active in student council, 
captain of my teams, and president 


of the National Honors Society. 

My friends .made room for my 
wardrobe. My parents encouraged 
my athleticism and my assertive¬ 
ness. My brother let me tag along. 
I was an articulate enough young 
feminist that teachers who dared 
to suggest that I be more ladylike 
got such an earful that they left 
me to my Ms. magazines. 

But I do wonder how it might 
have been different if rather than 
coming of age with Title IX and 
the gender equity fight, I had been 
in high school during our ongo¬ 
ing battle for gay and lesbian 
rights. If issues of gay military ser¬ 
vice, marriage, adoption, and civil 
rights had been in the mainstream 
news, would my awareness of 
these public issues have forced me 
to a greater self-aware¬ 
ness? 

If I had known Mar¬ 
tina, Melissa, Ani, and 
Ellen, as I know them 
now, would I have been 
able to remain so blind 
to my sexual orientation? 
With a poster of Amelie 
Mauresmo on my 
wall and the Indi¬ 
go Girls blasting 
from my turntable, 
would I have seen my differentness 
for what it really was? 

And if I had known my sexual 
orientation, would I have folded in 
on myself? Would I have dropped 
out of sports for fear of my athleti¬ 
cism outing me? Would I have 
avoided parties and social situa¬ 
tions that might reveal my affec¬ 
tions? Or, more likely, would I have 
been a heavy drinker at those same 
parties so that I wouldn’t have to 
deal with what I was feeling? 

Would teachers and coaches 
have been so encouraging of me if 
I were out, or would they have 
punished my unwillingness to 
conform? Would I have tried hard¬ 
er to blend in, to be normal, or to 
strive for mediocrity? Would the 
other girls not want to be in the 
locker room with me - or would 
they have sent me valentines? 

I like to think I would have 
been an agitator, an activist, and 
an athlete, that I would have 
shaved my head and tattooed my 
girlfriend’s name around my 
bicep. Or that I would have 
founded an ARHS chapter of 
Queer Nation. Most importantly, 
I’d like to believe that I would 
have developed a strong sense of 
self-confidence rather than any 
kind of self-loathing or shame. 

But, in all honesty, I am not so 
sure. The maze of high school so¬

other two openly gay supervisors 
- calls for “significant systemic 
changes” in both the public and 
private sectors to counter civil 
rights abuses against transgender 
people of all genders. 

The new task force will be 
composed of 17 members, 
drawn entirely from the trans¬ 
gender community. Eleven 
members will be appointed by 
the Board of Supervisors, while 
the mayor and the HRC will each 
appoint three members. All will 
serve a two-year term. 

The task force is expected to 
hold its first meeting in January 
2000, and issue quarterly reports 
thereafter. The task force is 
charged with developing “sys¬ 
temic policy recommendations 
to implement citywide change” 
in six areas, including: employ¬ 
ment, hate violence, law enforce- 


cial life was harrowing enough as 
it was. It is impossible for me to 
even imagine what it would have 
been like to have been out as a dyke 
in that world. Yet I do know that 
young people today are negotiat¬ 
ing high school terrain that way. 

Perched on my 20th reunion, 
contemplating a more public 
homecoming than I am used to, 
I’m feeling grateful that I got to ex¬ 
perience my girlhood crushes with¬ 
out judgment of those affections. I 
have no doubt that the homopho¬ 
bia was there just waiting to hap¬ 
pen - I know I internalized plenty 
of it - but the gay and lesbian in¬ 
visibility of that time did not force 
the issue in my little world. 

Because I had not yet found 
that piece to the puzzle of my self 
while in high school, I can look 
back on my high school days with 
incredible fondness. I know that 
many of us cannot say that about 
high school. Knowing this has 
shaped my teaching career. 

Even by San Francisco stan¬ 
dards, I have been pretty out 
there. I have taught gay and les¬ 
bian literature in my English 
classes, starting in the late 1980s. I 
have spoken at various education 
conferences on serving the needs 
of gay, lesbian, bisexual, and 
transgender students. I am now 
an out athletic director, rarer than 
an out English teacher to be sure. 
And, oh yeah, I write for a gay 
newspaper. 

For me, it was in college that I 
took to wresding - not for sport, 
but I took to wresding with myself 
and my feelings. That’s when I did 
fold in on myself, distrusting my 
own feelings, and carrying a vague 
sense of shame that I couldn’t 
make sense of till much later. High 
school, in my memory, remains a 
place of relative simplicity and joy. 

I want it to remain that way, 
which, I can now see, is exactly 
why I’m having homecoming is¬ 
sues. I don’t want “them” to think 
differently of me. I still want to be 
the hometown sports hero. I don’t 
want to be the dyke. 

And there they are, those little 
demons of internalized homo¬ 
phobia: I don’t want to be the 
dyke. 

Which is exactly why I must 
be. This coming out, it’s a lifelong 
process. 

Thanksgiving in my hometown. 
There may be sunshine. There may 
be snow. There will be football. 
And this year, there will be a dyke 
stepping into the Hall of Fame. You 
can bet she will have something to 
say to the audience. ▼ 


ment, housing, public accom¬ 
modations and social services, 
and medical care.

GOP’s Y2Kfear: 
Loss of Congress

D espite the fact they have a 
prospective presidential 
nominee in the person of 
Texas Governor George W. 
Bush, who is currently the odds- 
on favorite to become the next 
president, national Republicans 
are making no secret of their real 
fear of losing control of Congress 
next year, particularly the House 
of Representatives. When the 
Democrats lost a whop¬ 
ping 54 House seats in 
the GOP landslide of 
1994, it was the first time 
the Republican Party 
took control of the 
House in 40 years. 

Since then, the De¬ 
mocrats have 
been making 
inroads toward 
regaining con¬ 
gressional control. The Democ¬ 
rats gained eight seats during the 
1996 congressional elections and 
picked up another five seats last 
November. With the current 
House of Representatives stand¬ 
ing at 222 Republicans, 212 De¬ 
mocrats and one independent - 
who usually votes with the De¬ 
mocrats - a turnaround of only 
five seats from Republican to De¬ 
mocrat in next year’s general elec¬ 
tion would give control of the 
House to the Democratic Party. 

One of the most hopeful signs 
next year for the Democrats - and 
certainly the most worrisome for 
the GOP - is the fact that Repub¬ 
licans will have to defend 19 open 
seats in the House, where the cur¬ 
rent officeholder is either retiring 
or running for another office; De¬ 
mocrats have only five such seats. 
Though Republicans now control 
both the House and the Senate, 
even some GOP strategists pri¬ 
vately grumble that with the lead¬ 
ership of a very politically smart 
president and House Minority 
Leader Richard Gephardt (D-

Missouri), the Democrats in Con¬ 
gress have controlled the issues 
agenda, outsmarting the GOP 
leadership on a number of issues 
popular with the voting public. 

Polls taken recently by the 
Washington Post, the New York 
Times, and the Pew Research Cen¬ 
ter show broad public support for 
measures promoted mostly by the 
Democrats such as campaign fi¬ 
nance reform, protecting Social 
Security, a minimum wage boost, 
and Medicare prescription drug 
benefits. Those polled say they 
trust the Democrats more than 
the Republicans to deliver on these 
programs. Indeed, each of the sur¬ 
veys clearly showed the Democrats 
leading the Republicans by seven 
or more points in the national 


vote for the House of Representa¬ 
tives, which should easily be 
enough to ensure the next House 
being controlled by Democrats. 

In the U.S. Senate, the Republi¬ 
cans currently have a 55-45 edge 
and the chances of Democrats pick¬ 
ing up enough seats to take control 
of that body appear less likely, 
though not impossible. In the Sen¬ 
ate, 19 seats currently held by the 
GOP will be on next November’s 
ballot, while Democrats will be 
forced to protect only 14 
seats. In fact, only one 
incumbent Democrat - 
Senator Charles Robb 
of Virginia - is 
thought to be in re- 
election trouble while 
Republican seats in 
Michigan, Missouri, 
Minnesota, 
Delaware, and 
Pennsylvania 
are thought to 
be vulnerable. While the November 
2000 general election is still a year 
away and although the chances of 
the Republicans look very good at 
the moment with likely presidential 
nominee Bush leading both of the 
Democratic hopefuls by as much as 
15 points in some polls, Democrat¬ 
ic Party strategists feel that they have 
a better than ever chance of regain¬ 
ing control of the House and possi¬ 
bly gaining control of the Senate. 
Additionally, after what the GOP ex¬ 
pects to be a bitter presidential pri¬ 
mary campaign between Bush, 
Steve Forbes, John McCain, and 
Gary Bauer, even Republican lead¬ 
ers will tell you they expect the bat¬ 
tle for the White House next No¬ 
vember to be a tight race as well. 

Politics and people 

State Senator Joe Baca, a De¬ 
mocrat, won the special election 
last week in the 42nd Congres¬ 
sional District (San Bernardino). 

San Francisco Police Commis¬ 
sion President Dennis Herrera, 
who spotted his name on a recent 
endorsement mailer for District 
Attorney Terence Hallinan.saysit 
wasn’t authorized and Herrera per¬ 
sonally called challenger Bill Fazio 
last week to tell him that Fazio has 
his endorsement and “full support” 
in the December 14 runoff. 

Incidentally, how about that 
Hallinan staffer who was report¬ 
edly caught red-handed dumping 
Fazio’s campaign literature at the 
Richmond Planning Association 
debate last Tuesday? I told you 
this one would get nasty. 

In contrast, both Mayor Willie 
Brown and his challenger, Board 
of Supervisors President Tom 
Ammiano, are determined to 
keep their campaigns civil, but 
make no mistake, both candidates 
want to win this - badly. 

Both the mayoral and district 
attorney runoffs next month are 
expected to be close, and with just 


under three weeks before the vot¬ 
ing most observers will tell you 
that Mayor Brown is now the fa¬ 
vorite to win his race against Am¬ 
miano, while the district attor¬ 
ney’s contest is still up for grabs. 

Hey, it’s a start: From Detroit 
comes word that General Motors, 
with 391,000 workers worldwide, 
is poised to become more sensitive 
to its employees who are gay or 
lesbian, disabled, or working 
mothers. Beginning in January, 
corporate policy changes will be 
implemented as the result of the 
recommendation of eight employ¬ 
ee resource groups (composed of 
500 workers, including gays and 
lesbians) who have met for the 
past year. GM’s transgender em¬ 
ployees will also soon be repre¬ 
sented on the diversity teams. Not 
exactly domestic partner benefits, 
but GM changes include a revision 
of their company “escort” policy, 
which traditionally covered ex¬ 
penses for spouses at events like 
dealer trips and other business 
functions. Beginning in 2000, that 
policy will be rewritten to include 
not only unmarried partners of 
the same or opposite sex, but any¬ 
one whom the employee wants to 
bring to corporate events. “The 
GM family has changed, and we 
need to adjust to that; our goal is 
to improve the work environ¬ 
ment,” a GM spokesperson said. 

When Los Angeles City Coun¬ 
cilman Joel Wachs, a leading 
candidate in the April 2001 may- 
oral contest there, announced re¬ 
cently that he is gay, the Los Ange¬ 
les Times’ commentary page a few 
days later headlined that the 
councilman’s coming out pro¬ 
duced “The Yawn Heard ’Round 
Los Angeles,” adding that Coun¬ 
cilman Wachs’s constituents 
“know his record and care little 
about his sexual orientation.” 
Now that’s progress. 

Incidentally, the same LA Times 
poked fun at San Francisco as the 
city that “Can’t put on the Ritz for 
the Millennium,” noting the 
scaled-back New Year’s Eve cele¬ 
bration finds the city by the Bay 
“welcoming in the millennium 
with more of a whimper than a 
bang,” and I couldn’t agree more. 

In Kentucky, conservative, anti¬ 
gay state legislators are preparing 
to push for a statewide law next 
year that would prohibit local gay 
rights ordinances. Those mostly- 
Republican lawmakers say ordi¬ 
nances that ban discrimination 
against gays in Louisville, Lexing¬ 
ton, Henderson, and Jefferson 
County are really part of a broad¬ 
er gay agenda that includes the 
eventual recognition of gay mar¬ 
riages. Gay rights activists in Ken¬ 
tucky say such legislation would 
turn the clock back on civil rights 
and are promising a vigorous fight.

You deserve 
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I n 1993,*near the town of 
Ovett, Mississippi, Wanda and 
Brenda Henson founded 
Camp Sister Spirit, a feminist re¬ 
treat center, on a 120-acre pig 
farm. Camp Sister Spirit soon 
made national headlines when the 
lesbian couple began to experi¬ 
ence harassment and receive 
death threats from the neigh¬ 
boring community. But the 
reports rarely noted that 
the Hensons’ center was 
part of a tradition that 
goes back to the early 
1970s and the beginnings of 
the lesbian land movement. 

Some of the move¬ 
ment’s pioneers had 
originally belonged 
to mixed-gender 
“back to the land” 
communes in the 1960s and had 
been partnered with men. When 
they came out as lesbians, their 
interests turned to establishing 
safe, collectively owned commu¬ 
nities for women and children to 
live free of male domination and 
violence. These separatist com¬ 
munities were designed to be 
places where women could 
strengthen themselves physically, 
emotionally, and spiritually. 

Some of the earliest were in 
southern Oregon, where land was 
forest-covered, abundant, and 
cheap. At WomanShare, founded 
in 1974 near Grants Pass, three 
women formed “a home and fam¬ 
ily of lesbians,” purchasing 23 
acres on which the only useful 
structures were a broken-down 
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cabin and a chicken coop. A 
neighbor taught them carpentry, 
and the following year the collec¬ 
tive members constructed their 
First cabin. Over the next few 
years, they opened their land to 
lesbian campers and took in ap¬ 
prentices who learned to build 
more cabins. 

Throughout the 1970s, sepa¬ 
ratist communities began spring¬ 
ing up across the country. Upstate 
New York was another common 
location. In 1974, A Woman’s 
Place was founded in the 
Adirondacks on the site of 
an abandoned camp that 
had been a popular re¬ 
treat for heterosexual 
families in the 1950s. “Our 
original dream was a 
woman’s utopia,” 
Buckwheat Turner, 
one of the founders, 
later wrote. But in 
November 1982, AWP folded, a 
victim of the same problems that 
had plagued other land commu¬ 
nities. 

Life in these communities was 
filled with hard work, few ameni¬ 
ties, and isolation. As late as the 
1980s, some of the communities 
still had outhouses. But the prob¬ 
lems went beyond a lack of phys¬ 
ical comfort. Consensus decision¬ 
making was time-consuming and 
exhausting, and conflicts were 
common. Should the community 
allow male children? How about 
transsexuals? Should the group 
practice strict vegetarianism? 

Power and money also figured 


prominently. Women who lived 
on the land the longest wielded 
more authority and influence. 
Newcomers often left after only a 
short time, saying they felt shut 
out and powerless. Members 
rarely had their own money. “We 
each had two to five dollars a week 
‘allowance,’” Joyce Cheney re¬ 
called of her years at Redbird, a 
land community in Vermont 
from 1976 to 1979. 

Although lesbianism was a 
common bond, living in a tightly 
knit group of women-loving 
women could have a downside. 
Monogamy equaled “possession,” 
but non-monogamy in a limited 
circle of women could lead to jeal¬ 
ousy and arguments. At Redbird, 
one member ran away the first 
year, charging the collective with 
emotional abuse. Race and class 
issues, too, plagued the communi¬ 
ties; one Latina lesbian who 
helped start a women-of-color 
community in California wryly 
observed that most of the other 
lesbian land communities were 
“retreats for white women who 
have fled the middle class.” 

Some communities were able 
to deal with their problems, and 
several remain in existence today, 
though not with all their original 
members. New ones like Camp 
Sister Spirit continue to crop up, 
and the nonprofit group Lesbian 
Natural Resources helps keep the 
movement going by awarding 
grant money to those who start 
communities or try to revitalize 
older ones. ▼

coloring his hair, painting his fin¬ 
gernails, outfitting himself in flam¬ 
boyant attire, and bopping about 
the streets of London, flaunting his 
difference and courting taunts, 
jeers, and threats of bodily harm. 

“Long before homosexuality 
was ever heard of,” he once told 
this writer, “I was swarming 
around the house saying, ‘Today I 
am a beautiful princess.’” 

In fact, though, he often ex¬ 
pressed open contempt for homo¬ 
sexuals (he rarely used the term 

“gay”)- 

“Homosexual life is horrible !” 
he said. “All homosexual men 
spend all their days in public lava¬ 
tories, and all their nights in dimly 
lit back rooms behind question¬ 
able bars.” 

The much celebrated author of 
The Naked Civil Servant and, most 
recently, Resident Alien claimed to 
prefer the company of heterosexu¬ 
als or conservative or apolitical ho¬ 
mosexuals. But what glamorous 
company indeed: he hobnobbed 
with stars, appeared in films and 
television commercials, cheerfully 
gave countless magazine and tele¬ 
vision interviews, posed endlessly 
for photographs, and convincingly 
portrayed Queen Elizabeth I in 
Sally Potter’s film version of Vir¬ 
ginia Woolf’s Orlando. 

For all his celebrity, he lived 
modestly in cramped quarters on 
Manhattan’s Lower East Side. 

In San Francisco on Monday, 
November 22, one of those who 
mourned Crisp’s passing was Roy 
Wingate, one of the original four 
so-called naked civil servants, in¬ 
cluding himself, Crisp, John 
Noble, and Peter Fisk. 

“We were all doing the same

thing, posing at different art 
schools in and around London,” 
said Wingate, who met Crisp in 
1941.“He helped me move with a 
hand barrel from one part of 
Chelsea to another. I went 
through the same court, for the 
offense of loitering suspiciously. If 
you looked at all gay in those days, 
it was very nasty.” 

Wingate moved to San Francis¬ 
co in 1964, and had little contact 
with Crisp through the years, but 
said “I was in touch with him 
when he appeared here at A Dif¬ 
ferent Light Bookstore. He hadn’t 
seen me for a long time. He looked 
very tired and aged. I was sorry I 
couldn’t have seen him longer.” 

“He was a very unemotional 
man,” Wingate observed. “I’ve 
never seen him in an emotional 
state at all.” 

The observation is one with 
which Crisp himself would no 
doubt concur. He once told this 
writer: “I don’t think anyone is 
close to me. I spread my love over 
the whole human race. It’s thread¬ 
bare, because I spread it horizon¬ 
tally, not in depth. I don’t love' 
some one person more than all 
others.” T

told the B.A.R. this week that he 
could not remember Bukowiecki’s 
name. 

Bukowiecki’s low profile made 
reporting on CUAV’s progress a 
difficult task for LGBT publica¬ 
tions. Last year, the B.A.R. was 
critical of CUAV’s outreach to the 
public, and called for an increased 
whistle campaign, where poten¬ 
tially life-saving whistles could be 
distributed throughout the com¬ 
munity. After an initial conversa¬ 
tion following her hiring, 
Bukowiecki never initiated con¬ 
tact with the newspaper to update 
the community on CUAV’s anti¬ 
violence efforts. Person, however, 
said this week that the whistle 
campaign is alive and well and 
now targeted more toward com¬ 
munities of color. 

“It’s not that we haven’t been 
handing out whistles,” said Per¬ 
son, “It’s just not happening at 
18th and Castro.” 

Person also insisted that 
Bukowiecki’s early exit was not 
motivated by tension. 

“It’s just one of those things,” she 
said. “Another opportunity arose 
for which she’s better qualified.” 

As the B.A.R. went to press, 
Bukowiecki was on vacation and 
not available for comment. Other 
staff members of CUAV were busy 
conducting interviews and also 
not reachable. 

But CUAV’s board co-chair 
Laura Spanjian said the present 
situation was “exciting.” 

“We’re shaking a few things 
up,” said Spanjian, who works as 
an aide to Supervisor Leslie Katz. 

And Leno echoed CUAV’s 
statements that the resignation of 
an executive director should not 
be an automatic cause for alarm. 

“While we need to be vigilant 
in our concern of community- 
based organizations, we also need 
to be supportive as these organi¬ 
zations go through growing 
pains,” Leno told the B.A.R. “It’s 
not yet time for concern.” 

Leno also said that he did not 
work directly with Bukowiecki 
during his involvement with 
CUAV, “which speaks to the 
strength of the organization.” 

“They have many talented and 
capable people throughout their 
management structure,” he said. 

Person agreed, summarizing 
that the current CUAV staff was 
more than ready to handle 
Bukowiecki’s departure. 

“We’re still here, alive and 
kicking,” said Person, “and look¬ 
ing forward to new directions in 
the new millennium.” ▼

N ot many guys want to have 
the foreskin surgically re¬ 
moved from their penis, at 
least if they are old enough to 
have anything to say about it. 

But some public health experts 
believe the procedure could save 
their lives. 

A recent review of 32 studies 
from eight countries has revealed 
that men who are uncut (uncir¬ 
cumcised) are two to eight times

more likely to be infected with the 
human immunodeficiency virus 
(HIV), and in regions where cir¬ 
cumcision is widespread, there 
appears to be a direct correlation 
with lower HIV infection rates. 

Although the new report pri¬ 
marily surveys heterosexual men 
in developing countries, at least 
three large surveys of American 
men who have sex with men have 
reached nearly as alarming con¬ 
clusions: gay and bisexual men 
with intact foreskins are at least 
twice as likely to be HIV-positive 
as men who are circumcised. 

Biological and epidemiological 
evidence linking male circumci¬ 
sion with the virus that causes 
AIDS has been widely known 
among researchers for years. 

Yet policy-makers and educa¬ 
tors have failed to direct adequate 
resources to inform people with 
the potentially life-saving infor¬ 
mation, according to the report 
entitled “Male Circumcision and 
HIV Infection: 10 Years and 
Counting,” published in this 
month’s issue of the Lancet, a 
prestigious medical journal. 

“The number of infections 
probably caused by lack of male 
circumcision already reaches into 
the millions,” said the study’s lead 
author, Daniel Halperin, Ph.D., an 
assistant adjunct professor of 
community health systems and 
medical anthropology at Univer¬ 
sity of California at San Francisco 
(UCSF). “We would expect the in¬ 
ternational health community to 


at least consider some form of ac¬ 
tion, but male circumcision re¬ 
mains largely unexplored as a tool 
against AIDS.” 

Heterosexual HIV transmis¬ 
sion is much more common in 
Africa and South and Southeast 
Asia than in the United States, and 
epidemiologists have observed a 
statistically significant link be¬ 
tween infection rates and preva¬ 
lence of male circumcision in 
these regions, which by far repre¬ 
sent the greatest proportion of 
AIDS cases worldwide. 

In West African countries, 
where circumcision in infancy is 
common, only 1 to 5 percent of 
the population is HIV-positive, 
while nearly a quarter of people in 
the predominately non-circum- 
cising Eastern and Southern 
African nations are infected.

Please read this information before you start taking PROPECIA. Also, read the information included with PROPECIA each time you 
renew your prescription, just in case anything has changed. Remember, this leaflet does not take the place of careful discussions with 
your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss PROPECIA when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 

What is PROPECIA used for? 

PROPECIA is used for the treatment of male pattern hair loss on the vertex and the anterior mid-scalp area. 

PROPECIA is for use by MEN ONLY and should NOT be used by women or children. 

What is male pattern hair loss? 

Male pattern hair loss is a common condition in which men experience thinning of the hair on the scalp. Often, this 
results in a receding hairline and/or balding on the top of the head. These changes typically begin gradually in men 
in their 20s. 

Doctors believe male pattern hair loss is due to heredity and is dependent on hormonal effects. Doctors refer to this 
type of hair loss as androgenetic alopecia. 

Results of clinical studies: 

For 12 months, doctors studied over 1800 men aged 18 to 41 with mild to moderate amounts of ongoing hair loss. A 
II men, whether receiving PROPECIA or placebo {a pill containing no medication) were given a medicated shampoo 
(NeutrogenaT/Gel®*** Shampoo). Of these men, approximately 1200 with hair loss at the top of the head were studied 
for an additional 12 months. In general, men who took PROPECIA maintained or increased the number of visible scalp 
hairs and noticed improvement in their hair in the first year, with the effect maintained in the second year. Hair counts 
in men who did not take PROPECIA continued to decrease. 

In one study, patients were questioned on the growth of body hair. PROPECIA did not appear to affect hair in places other than 
the scalp. 

Will PROPECIA work for me? 

For most men, PROPECIA increases the number of scalp hairs, helping to fill in thin or balding areas of the scalp. 

Men taking PROPECIA noted a slowing of hair loss during two years of use. Although results will vary, generally 
you will not be able to grow back all of the hair you have lost. There is not sufficient evidence that PROPECIA works 
in the treatment of receding hairline in the temporal area on both sides of the head. 

Male pattern hair loss occurs gradually over time. On average, healthy hair grows only about half an inch each month. 
Therefore, it will take time to see any effect. 

You may need to take PROPECIA daily for three months or more before you see a benefit from taking PROPECIA. 
PROPECIA can only work over the long term if you continue taking it. If the drug has not worked for you in twelve 
months, further treatment is unlikely to be of benefit. If you stop taking PROPECIA, you will likely lose the hair you have 
gained within 12 months of stopping treatment. You should discuss this with your doctor. 

How should I take PROPECIA? 

Follow your doctor’s instructions. 

■ Take one tablet by mouth each day. 

■ You may take PROPECIA with or without food. 

■ If you forget to take PROPECIA, do net take an extra tablet. Just take the next tablet as usual. 

PROPECIA will not work faster or better if you take it more than once a day. 


A warning about PROPECIA and pregnancy. 

■ Women who are or may potentially be pregnant: 

- must not use PROPECIA 

- should not handle crushed or broken tablets of PROPECIA. 

If a woman who is pregnant with a male baby absorbs the active ingredient in PROPECIA, either by swallowing 
or through the skin, it may cause abnormalities of a male baby's sex organs. If a woman who is pregnant comes into 
contact with the active ingredient in PROPECIA, a doctor should be consulted. PROPECIA tablets are coated and will 
prevent contact with the active ingredient during normal handling, provided that the tablets are not broken or crushed. 

What are the possible side effects of PROPECIA? 

Like all prescription products, PROPECIA may cause side effects. In clinical studies, side effects from PROPECIA were 
uncommon and did not affect most men. A small number of men experienced certain sexual side effects. These men 
reported one or more of the following: less desire for sex; difficulty in achieving an erection; and, a decrease in the amount 
of semen. Each of these side effects occurred in less than 2% of men. These side effects went away in men who stopped 
taking PROPECIA. They also disappeared in most men who continued taking PROPECIA. 

In general use, the following have been reported infrequently: allergic reactions including rash, itching, hives and swelling 
of the lips and face; problems with ejaculation; breast tenderness and enlargement; and testicular pain. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual side effects. 

■ PROPECIA can affect a blood test called PSA (Prostate-Specific Antigen) for the screening of prostate cancer. 

If you have a PSA test done, you should tell your doctor that you are taking PROPECIA. 

Storage and handling. 

Keep PROPECIA in the original container and keep the container closed. Store it in a dry place at room temperature. 

PROPECIA tablets are coated and will prevent contact with the active ingredient during normal handling, provided 
that the tablets are not broken or crushed. 

Do not give your PROPECIA tablets to anyone else. It has been prescribed only for you. 

Keep PROPECIA and all medications out of the reach of children.

Generic Name: nelfinavir (nel-FIN-na-veer) mesylate 

For the Treatment of Human Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV) Infection 

Please read this information carefully before taking VlRACEPT. Also, please read this leaflet each time 
you renew the prescription, just in case anything has changed. This is a summary and not a replacement 
for a careful discussion with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss VlRACEPT when you start 
taking this medication and at regular checkups. You should remain under a doctor’s care when taking 
VlRACEPT and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

WHAT IS VlRACEPT AND HOW DOES IT WORK? 

VlRACEPT is used in the treatment of people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. 
Infection with HIV leads to the destruction of CD4 T cells, which are important to the immune system. 
After a large number of CD4 cells have been destroyed, the infected person develops acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 

VlRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), which is required for HIV to 
multiply. VlRACEPT has been shown to significantly reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. You should 
be aware, however, that the effect of VlRACEPT on HIV in the blood has not been correlated with long¬ 
term health benefits. Patients who took VlRACEPT also had significant increases in their CD4 cell count. 

VlRACEPT is usually taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such as Retrovir® (zidovudine, 
AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), or Zerit® (stavudine, d4T). Taking VlRACEPT in combination with other 
antiretroviral drugs reduces the amount ot HIV in the body (viral load) and raises CD4 counts. 

VlRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age or older. Studies in infants 
younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 

DOES VlRACEPT CURE HIV OR AIDS? 

VlRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of VlRACEPT are not known at 
this time. People taking VlRACEPT may still develop opportunistic infections or other conditions 
associated with HIV infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

It is not known whether VlRACEPT will help you live longer or reduce the number of infections or other 
illnesses that may occur. 

There is no proof that VlRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. 


Other protease inhibitors: 

When VlRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both drugs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Norvir™ (ritonavir) 

The amount of VlRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. If used in combination with saquinavir hard 
gelatin capsules at 600 mg three times daily, no dose adjustments are needed. Currently, there are no 
safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

WHAT ARE THE SIDE EFFECTS OF VlRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VlRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects experienced with 
VlRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the most common side effect in people taking 
VlRACEPT, and most adult patients had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment. In clinical 
studies, about 20% of patients receiving VlRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three times daily had four or 
more loose stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal medicines, such 
as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving VlRACEPT include abdominal pain, 
asthenia, nausea, flatulence, and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in less than 2% of patients receiving 
VlRACEPT. However, these side effects may have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to 
the illness itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side effects in patients who took 
VlRACEPT along with other drugs compared with those who took only the other drugs. For a complete list 
of side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

HOW SHOULD I TAKE VlRACEPT? 

VlRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. The light blue VlRACEPT Tablets should be 
taken three times a day. VlRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. You do not have 
to take VlRACEPT exactly every 8 hours. Instead, you can take it at normal times when you are eating. 

Take VlRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or decrease any dose or the 
number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine for the exact period of time that your doctor has 
instructed. Do not stop taking VlRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if you are 
feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give VlRACEPT to others or 
take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

The dosing of VlRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. Follow the directions from 
your doctor, exactly as written on the label. The amount of VlRACEPT in the blood should remain 
somewhat consistent over time. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VlRACEPT to decrease; 
therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you miss a dose, you should take the dose as. 
soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled. 


WHO SHOULD OR SHOULD NOT TAKE VlRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VlRACEPT is appropriate for you. In making 
your decision, the following should be considered: 

Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VlRACEPT, you must not take VlRACEPT. 

You should also inform your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as 
other medicines, foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant: The effects of VlRACEPT on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not 
known. If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant, you should tell your doctor before taking 
VlRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best way to feed your baby. You 
should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted 
through breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VlRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 13 years of age with HIV. There 
is a powder form of VlRACEPT that can be mixed with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. 
Instructions on how to take VlRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses how 
VlRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VlRACEPT has not been studied in people with liver disease. If you have liver 
disease, you should tell your doctor before taking VlRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of VlRACEPT. Some people 
taking protease inhibitors have developed new or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some 
people with hemophilia have had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia types A and B, diabetes 
mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent urination. 

CAN VlRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER MEDICATIONS? 

VlRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without a prescription. You must 
discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are taking or are planning to take before you take VlRACEPT. 

Drugs you should not take with VlRACEPT: 

• Seldane® (terfenadine, for allergies) 

• Hismanal® (astemizole, for allergies) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

• Cordarone®(amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

• Quinidine (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglute® Cardioquin® Quinidex® and others 

• Ergot derivatives (Cafergot® and others, for migraine headache) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

Taking the above drugs with VlRACEPT may cause serious and/or life-threatening adverse events. 

• Rifampin (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VlRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VlRACEPT with: 

Mycobutin® (rifabutin, for MAC); you will need to take a lower dose of Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking VlRACEPT with: 

• Phenobarbital 

• Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

• Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VlRACEPT in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different type of contraception since 
VlRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

HOW SHOULD VlRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER ANTI-HIV DRUGS? 

Taking VlRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to fight the virus. It also 
reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV 
medicine, your doctor will direct you on how to take VlRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will depend on how many times a day 
each medicine should be taken. It will also depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 
Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when VlRACEPT was given with: 

• Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

• Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

• Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

• Videx®(didanosine, ddl) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VlRACEPT: Videx should be taken without food, on an empty 
stomach. Therefore, you should take VlRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours before 
you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VlRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Viramune® (nevirapine) 

The amount of VlRACEPT in your blood may be reduced. Studies are now taking place to learn about 
the safety of combining VlRACEPT with Viramune. 

• Other NNRTIs 

VlRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 


Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VlRACEPT is 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. Each 
dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 through 13 years of age 

The VlRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The recommended dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 
9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, taken three times daily with a meal or light snack. This can be administered 
either in tablet form or, in children unable to take tablets, as VlRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be given three times daily using the 
measuring scoop provided, a measuring teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and 
age of the child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is described in the chart below.

In measuring oral powder, the scoop or teaspoon should be level. 

* 1 level scoop contains 50 mg of VlRACEPT. Use only the scoop provided with your VlRACEPT bottle. 
f 1 level teaspoon contains 200 mg of VlRACEPT. Note: A measuring teaspoon used for dispensing 

medication should be used for measuring VlRACEPT Oral Powder. Ask your pharmacist to make sure 

you have a medication dispensing teaspoon. 

How should VlRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, formula, soy formula, soy milk, 
dietary supplements, or dairy foods such as pudding or ice cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must 
be taken to obtain the full dose. 

Do not mix the powder with any acidic food or juice, such as orange or grapefruit juice, apple juice, or 
apple sauce, because this may create a bitter taste. 

Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do 
not heat the mixed dose once it has been prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VlRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in determining the exact dose of 
powder for your child, please ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

VlRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and therefore should not be 
taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 

HOW SHOULD VlRACEPT BE STORED? 

Keep VlRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep bottle closed and store at 
room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) away from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp 
place. Heat and moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VlRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure that if you throw any 
medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 

Discuss all questions about your health with your doctor. If you have questions about VlRACEPT 
or any other medication you are taking, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You can also call

W ednesday, December 1, is 
World AIDS Day. As usual 
there will be several stories 
covered in the media about a wide 
range of AIDS issues. But what has 
become more and more discourag¬ 
ing to people with AIDS every year, 
are the plethora of World AIDS 
Day fundraising and self-congrat¬ 
ulatory events put on by drug com¬ 
panies and AIDS industry corpora¬ 


tions. One such highbrow celebra¬ 
tion will be held that evening at San 
Francisco City Hall. 

The invitation to the event 
suggests that patrons wear “busi¬ 
ness attire” as they attend a hosted 
cocktail party followed by sit- 
down dinner in City Hall’s opu¬ 
lent South Light Court. According 
to the invite, it is to be “A compli¬ 
mentary event celebrating Bay 
Area Leaders”. It is to be hosted by 
the University of California AIDS 
Research Institute. But who are 
they celebrating? None other than

AIDS Day, a day on which we are 
supposed to think about AIDS’ 
impact upon the world, a world 
where thanks to drug companies 

- including DuPont’s - lobbying, 
most poor countries go without 
any drugs or hope at all. 

And who could fault UC for 
taking the money? After all, the 
money can be put to good use and 
the CAPS program is facing a 
shortage this year. But still, it’s 
dirty money. The last thing PWAs 
and their activists needed to hear 
was that DuPont was to receive an 
AIDS leadership award. Okay, 
take the cash if you must, but 
don’t honor dirty money - don’t 
gross us out on World AIDS Day. 

For those who might care about 
the fate of the rest of the world on 
World AIDS Day, there will be a 
multi-city push for Third World 
countries to be allowed cheap ac¬ 
cess to AIDS drugs, or to be al¬ 
lowed to produce them off-license. 
This important effort is being 
spearheaded by ACT UP/Philadel- 
phia and will include press confer¬ 
ences and resolutions across the 
U.S. Activists are hoping that San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors 
President Tom Ammiano will 
speak to the issue on the big day. 
For obvious political reasons, Am¬ 
miano - whose lover died of AIDS 

- was not invited to the celebration 
at City Hall. So much the better. 

Of course there will also be the 
usual media visits to the National 
AIDS Memorial Grove, home of 
the $6,000 rock that commemo¬ 
rates and collects money on be¬ 
half of our dead. Death does equal 
silence. It is usually very quiet 
there. ▼ 


DuPont Pharmaceuticals, Willie 
Brown, and his political machine. 
(They are also giving an award to 
Macy’s Michael Steinberg, for his 
laudable fundraising efforts. We 
do not begrudge Mr. Steinberg). 

So World AIDS Day in San 
Francisco has come down to an 
invitation-only, haughty and well- 
dressed event congratulating 
DuPont Pharmaceuticals for 
overpricing their ne 
AIDS drug, Sustiva, 
while failing to per¬ 
form early drug inter¬ 
action studies which led 
to problems for PWAs, 
nearly bankrupting the na¬ 
tion’s AIDS Drug Assistance 
Program and then 
giving $1 million of 
the obscene profits to 
Willie Brown. Brown 
then gives the money to UCSF’s 
Center for AIDS Prevention Stud¬ 
ies (CAPS) for AIDS prevention 
administrative salaries. Why not 
just place a tax on people with 
AIDS and give that money direct¬ 
ly to prevention? After all, they are 
the ones spreading the disease 
aren’t they? Or for that matter, we 
could place a tax on people with 
cancer and use the money to clean 
up toxic waste dumps. 

To most AIDS activists around 
the country, DuPont has been one 
of the most recalcitrant and sleazy 
drug companies they have ever en¬ 
countered. One prominent activist 
who wishes to remain anonymous 
said, “DuPont is the‘used car deal¬ 
ership’ of AIDS pharmaceuticals.” 
Known for price gouging and ex¬ 
trapolating misleading informa¬ 
tion from competitors’ drug stud¬ 


ies and then releasing the manipu¬ 
lated findings as proof of Sustiva’s 
superiority, and refusing to listen 
to or work with community ac¬ 
tivists, DuPont has turned its PR 
machine to full throttle. Using the 
atrocious profits they have taken 
from PWAs, they are throwing the 
money around the AIDS industry 
all over the country - buying loy¬ 
alty, buying favors, and mostly 
buying silence. And the in¬ 
dustry is shamelessly 
stuffing the money 
down their blouses. 

At a recent AIDS 
conference held here in 
San Francisco, many ac¬ 
tivists boycotted 

DuPont’s “communi¬ 
ty meeting” because 
they had made large 
donations to most of 
the organizations whose employ¬ 
ees were invited in the name of 
community. Many new and un¬ 
known activists and AIDS indus¬ 
try employees were invited to the 
meeting and offered and addi¬ 
tional individual $700 in person¬ 
al stipend cash for their atten¬ 
dance. Never before has any drug 
company so blatantly tried to buy 
off the AIDS community. 

So it’s no surprise that Willie 
Brown had his hand out as well. 
What’s interesting is the initiative 
he showed in grabbing the money 
and using it for political gain. 
Though many activists have been 
critical of his failed attempts to 
gain control of all federal AIDS 
money coming into San Francis¬ 
co over the years, now he is to be 
honored along with a sleazy self- 
serving drug company on World

Blair Allen Paltridge 

Blair Paltridge, well known Bay Area 
photographer, journalist and art histori¬ 
an, died unexpectedly at his home in 
San Francisco on July 31,1999. 

Starting out as a photographer of 


the entertainment and social scene in 
San Francisco in the late ’60s and early 
’70s, he became a fine-arts photograph¬ 
er whose clients included many artists, 
galleries and museums, both local and 
in Mexico. His exhibitions, Bay Area 
Artists and Mexican Painters depicted 
artists at work in their studios and ex¬ 
amples of their work. He was closely as¬ 
sociated with the Mexican Museum 
since its foundation, and was commis¬ 
sioned by the Museo Rufino Tamayo in 
Oaxaca, Mexico to photograph its pre- 
Columbian collection. He was a friend 
and colleague to many artists and schol¬ 
ars in both countries. 

He received his doctorate in Art 
History from UCLA in 1992, and lec¬ 
tured at colleges in southern California 
and at Chico State. He wrote art reviews 
for the Bay Guardian, several mono¬ 
graphs on 20th century Mexican art, 
and had completed the initial draft of a 
textbook on Mexican art history. 

Mr. Paltridge’s scholarly pursuits did 
not preclude an active social and family 
life.

James Paltridge, of New York City, and 
four devoted nieces and their families.

Bush backtracks on meeting with gays

R epublican presidential front¬ 
runner Governor George W. 
Bush probably will not meet 
with Log Cabin Republicans. “I 
don’t believe in group thought, pit¬ 
ting one group of people against 
another,” he said in a response to a 
question on the NBC talk show 
Meet the Press last Sunday, Novem¬ 
ber 21. The reply contradicts earli¬ 
er indications from the Bush cam¬ 
paign staff that the candidate was 
open to such a meeting. 


“Bush is not living up to the 
image of an inclusive candidate 
that his campaign has been push¬ 
ing,” said Rich Tafel, executive di¬ 
rector of Log Cabin Republicans. 
“He meets with scores of groups, 
including the Christian Coalition, 
and lectures the Republican Party 
on the importance of reaching 
out to minority groups like Lati¬ 
nos and African Americans, and 
now he says he won’t meet with 
gays because we are a ‘group.’” 

Tafel called it “a Rorschach 
campaign, reflecting back what 
donors and supporters want to 


hear even if the messages com¬ 
pletely contradict each other.” He 
admitted that the effort had gener¬ 
ated a lot of money and endorse¬ 
ments, “but without core principles 
it falls apart.” 

Jim Driscoll, Log Cabin’s AIDS 
lobbyist, said the comments show 
Bush as “immature and a light¬ 
weight.” 

“Obviously I’m not happy,” 
grumbled Carl Schmid, a Wash¬ 
ington lobbyist and one of four 
openly gay people on Bush’s cam¬ 
paign committee in the District of

Placed high atop the gargantu¬ 
an bundle, a tiny outhouse called 
the Tea-House or Frat House, in 
former days stolen, but recently 
constructed, is burned as the re¬ 
placement object for the class 
homo, or what used to be the lit¬ 
tle old lady down the block who 
owned one too many cats.

This is the attitude that 
won’t perish along with 
those kids (most of whom 
were white military-head¬ 
ed males); the myopic per¬ 
ception that there needs to 
be a sacrifice at all, some¬ 
thing the students praying 
over logs may never un¬ 
derstand, since they wor¬ 
ship a man who was tor¬ 
tured into immortality. 

Grid irony 

The A&M campus itself seems 
cursed. On September 18, five peo¬ 
ple were killed in a skydiving club 
plane crash. On October 10, six 
students walking to a fraternity 
party were killed by a pickup truck 
whose driver had fallen asleep. 

Claiming the accident as an¬ 
other example of their victim- 
hood, right-wingers, among them 
former Prez George Bush, offered 
his weepy comments (but didn’t 
shed a tear for the thousands of 
dead Iraqis whose doom he sanc¬ 
tioned). Mini-George, Prez’s illit¬ 
erate cokehead son (and Aggie 
alumnus who couldn’t buy his 
way into Harvard) conveniently 
stumping for election, also offered 
dopey sound bytes. 

As moments of silence before 
athletic mayhem got their broad¬ 
cast moments, prayer of an anti-gay 
flavor further wormed into public 
schools and state colleges in Texas. 

The Supreme Court has taken 
on the Bible in a renewed case over 
school prayer; not in the class¬ 
room, but on the 50-yard line. 


A federal appeals court recent¬ 
ly ruled that permitting student- 
led prayers at football games vio¬ 
lated the constitutional require¬ 
ment for separation of church 
and state. The 5th Circuit appeals 
court said it was wrong to allow 
prayer before a “government-or¬ 
ganized audience.” 

Born-again gridiron fans are 
fighting it. In Texas, folks “let stu¬ 
dents recite prayers to promote 
good sportsmanship and student 
safety.” Pummel your opponent in 
the name of Christ, and his con¬ 
cussion will be an act of God. 

Similar sentiment clouds the 
post-log pile-up. Brian Fisher, col¬ 
lege pastor at Grace Bible Church 
in Aggietown, dissuaded feelings 
of guilt among students who built 
the faulty log pile. 

“There’s no need to say why,” 
he told televised mourners, “be¬ 
cause none of us knows why. It’s 
the who behind the why that’s im¬ 
portant.” 

To say nothing of the “Huh?” 
behind the “What?” 

“I think this will be a faith 
strengthener,” chirped church¬ 
goer Heidi Cook. God apparently 
intended the logs to fall, working 
in mysterious ways. Gravity re¬ 
mains quite predictable. 


Hel razer 

Unlike Burning Man, a laudably 
pop Pagan ritual of irreverence, 
football bonfires appropriate the 
pre-Christian ritual of harvest, 
warmth, and entertainment, a fire 
being the inspiration for our mod¬ 
ern equivalent, television. Even that 
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School spirits

N o more can individuals die 
to affect change. They have 
to perish by the dozen. 
Each year for most of this cen¬ 
tury, thousands of Texas A&M 
University students work togeth¬ 
er to build a massive bonfire, 50 
feet high and 195 feet around. 

Symbolizing the “burning de¬ 
sire” of the Aggies to beat the 
University of Texas in the 
annual autumnal foot¬ 
ball game, the bonfire is 
built on the campus’s polo 
fields. About 125,000 hours 
of work are expended be¬ 
fore the 5,000-7,000-log, six¬ 
tiered “stack,” is lit and 
danced around in a 
pre-game frenzy. 

As you probably 
know, 12 students died 
in preparation of this 
year’s massive ritual of school spir¬ 
it. Dozens more were badly injured. 

As news reports showed mus¬ 
cular football players nobly sacri¬ 
ficing their precious practice time 
to move the fallen logs and allow 
EMS teams to dig for the student 
bodies, clusters of officials, school 
reps - and insurance agents, no 
doubt - offered their official¬ 
sounding conjecture. 

The center pole snapped, caus¬ 
ing the rickety structure to col¬ 
lapse as dozens of students, with¬ 
out adult supervision, crawled 
over it like a cluster of albino ants. 

But university officials cautioned 
that it could be weeks before a final 
determination is made on what 


caused the collapse. Don’t blame the 
nearly 100-year-old tradition, which 
in many previous years incurred 
damages and injuries. 

Blame the log. 

As the official bonfire website 
turns sanctimonious, offering cri¬ 
sis counseling and a hotline for 
parents needing “logging” not 
“lodging” (a typo joke even Jay 
Leno would avoid), I clicked to 
the guestbook archive, where the 
enemy/opponent is always the 
faggot to burn. 

“Build the hell 
Ags! Death to t.u. 
and K. State!” (Courtney 
from Houston) 

“Bonfire is my absolute 
favorite tradition; not only 
does it represent our 
burning desire to beat 
t.u., but it unifies our 
awesome campus!” 
(Brittani of Austin, 
Class of‘00) 

“Bonfire kicks ass! Rebuild the 
hell ags. Remember don’t be gay. 
I’m dead in 10 days whoop!” 
(Katie East, Class of‘01) 

“Dunn Hall Crew Chiefs are 
exceptionally annoying and gay.” 
(Aggie Man, Class of‘02) 

Thanks for sharing, kids. 

As primitive architectural idio¬ 
cy is re-defined as tragedy, weepy 
parents of crushed kids demand 
that the ritual proceed. “I knew 
my Buford and he would not 
want to die for nothing.” 

As if anyone ever has to die 
“for” something. 

Said quarterback Major Apple- 
white, “It shows you how insignif¬ 
icant a football game really is com¬

HIV infection. 

Other researchers have previ¬ 
ously reported that “tops” - gay 
and bisexual men who are exclu¬ 
sively the insertive anal sexual 
partner - are significantly less 
likely to be infected with HIV 
than there receptive “bottom” 
partner. 

But Halperin told the B.A.R. 
that uncut tops are more likely to 
be infected through contact with 
their partner’s rectal lining, and 
should consider themselves at 
greater risk - especially if a con¬ 
dom is not always used. 

“If I were a top, and I didn’t 
like to use condoms, I would con¬ 
sider getting circumcised,” 
Halperin said. “If that person is 
not going to use a condom, maybe 
we’d all be better off if that person 
was circumcised.” 

Halperin strongly emphasized 


that circumcision should never be 
considered an alternative to using 
condoms. 

Prevailing attitudes against 
adult circumcision, shared by the 
vast majority of males throughout 
the world, are often attributed to 
religious, cultural, or sexual be¬ 
liefs. 

For new parents in the United 
States and other Western coun¬ 
tries, the anti-circumcision bias 
does not always extend to their in¬ 
fant boys. The federal Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices has reported that in recent 
years, about 60 percent of babies 
with penises are circumcised an¬ 
nually. 

Among many gay and bisexual 
men in the United States, uncut 
penises are a highly coveted deli¬ 
cacy, and uncut men of all sexual 
orientations will often claim 
heightened sexual gratification 
due to their foreskins. 

Halperin acknowledged that 
there likely will be little move¬ 


ment among adult men, especial¬ 
ly gay and bisexual men, to have 
their foreskins surgically re¬ 
moved. 

“There’s a huge anti-circumci- 
sion movement, particularly in 
the Bay Area. It’s a politically 
charged issue,” Halperin said. 

Indeed, Bay Area educators 
targeting gay and bisexual men 
with safer sex information have 
not focused on circumcision as a 
means of HIV prevention. 

Tim Teeter, a treatment sup¬ 
port specialist with the San Fran¬ 
cisco AIDS Foundation, also does 
not foresee a foreskin removal fad 
in the gay male community, de¬ 
spite the increased risk of HIV in¬ 
fection. “Most guys who are un¬ 
circumcised are really proud of 
the fact that they are uncircum¬ 
cised,” he told the B.A.R. “So it’s 
not a simple matter, to say‘just get 
circumcised.’” 

Teeter suggested that tops con¬ 
sider using condoms, “a much less 
painful option.” T

Columbia. He pointed out, “There 
is a difference between meeting 
with individual gay supporters 
and Log Cabin. Log Cabin has 
some baggage and history with 
presidential campaigns.” 

Schmid suggested that the in¬ 
terview showed that the candidate 
had moderated his position on 
gay adoption. Bush said it should 
not be the role of government to 
determine a prospective parent’s 
sexual orientation. “It sounds like 
a ‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell’ policy 
again,” said Schmid. But he ad¬ 
mitted, “We do have an uphill bat¬ 
tle. I’m still working on it.” 


Some of Bush’s Republican op¬ 
ponents are more willing to meet 
with gays. Steve Forbes, speaking 
on CNN’s Late Edition , said: “If 
people want to talk with me, that’s 
fine. They might not like what I 
have to say on issues, such as 
same-sex marriage, (but) ... I’m 
open to meeting a lot of people.” 

Senator John McCain, Bush’s 
leading competitor, already has 
met with Log Cabin. The three 
openly gay Republican officials in 
Arizona actively support his cam¬ 
paign. Embattled state Represen¬ 
tative Steve May said, “I’ve en¬ 
dorsed John McCain, I want him 
to win. I think he would treat us 
fairly once elected.” 

Cliff Rothman, writing in 
Salon.com , took Bush to task in an 


article entitled “Why won’t 
George W. Bush talk about 
AIDS?” It documented a virtual 
absence of policy from the gover¬ 
nor of a state where 9,921 have 
died of the disease since he-took 
office. Texas has the fourth largest 
AIDS caseload in the nation. 

“We certainly don’t want to go 
back to the Reagan silence that 
cost so many lives, least of all now 
when complacency is the order of 
the day,” said Daniel Zingale, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the AIDS Ac¬ 
tion Council. He has found the 
Bush campaign “not particularly 
receptive” to their communica¬ 
tions, in contrast to “the Bradley, 
Gore, and McCain campaigns 
[that] have all been accessible and 
forthcoming.” ▼

WILLIAMS’ ‘SPRING STORM’ 
PACKS A WALLOP by Richard Dodds 


“W 'W "TTho knew there were Friends of Dorothy before Judy Garland first 
stepped into the ruby slippers in 1939? In Tennessee Williams’ Spring 

T ▼ Storm, finished a year or so before, an effete young man is derided by a 
swaggering rival for being a fan of The Wizard of Oz. The book, not the movie. 

Spring Storm is the latest “lost” play by Williams to find first life on the stage, but 
unlike Not About Nightingales, in which one has to search for signs of Williams, this 
play is overflowing with characters, dialogue, and situations that would be a fixture 
of all his plays to come. It also provides a fascinating snapshot of Williams’ own 
stormy sexual state of mind at the time. 

When he began writing Spring Storm at age 26, Williams was still fighting his at¬ 
traction to men with unsuccessful efforts at courting women. In the play, Arthur 
Shannon is an overeducated, underappreciated poet, living in a town modeled on 
Clarksdale, Miss., where Williams spent time with his grandfather. 

Arthur, who admits his hurt at being taunted as a “sissy” in school, awkwardly

Masterpiece theatre 

SF Opera's ' Idomeneo' 


by Stephanie von Buchau 


It n most contemporary critical 
z writing, Mozart’s Idomeneo 
m (1781) is considered a “master¬ 
piece.” If that is so, Andrew Porter’s 
program note for the San Francis¬ 
co Opera is remarkably defensive. 
The truth is that Idomeneo, the 
Austrian composer’s first enduring 
opera, is masterful, but not perfect 
enough to be a masterpiece. 

It’s too long — three-and- 
a-half hours in SFO’s current pro¬ 
duction, and that’s without the 
ballet, and with many recitative 
cuts and one of Arbace’s loqua¬ 
cious arias missing. (They both 
could have taken a powder, as the 
usually reliable Norman Shankle 
had a devil of a time counting “Se 
il tuo duol,” which is a snore in 
any case.) It’s also one of the few 
18th-century operas before the 
great Mozart works that depend 
less on pure vocalism than on ex¬ 
pression. And in a house the size 
of the War Memorial, even the 
most expressive singer pales the 
farther you are from the stage. 

Finally, the music is not con¬ 
sistently inspired. The reason that 
so many critics ooze over Idome¬ 
neo is revealed in the words of 
David Cairns, as quoted by Porter: 
“[Humanity] needs that handful 
of special masterpieces whose 
qualities of courage, hope, com¬ 
passion and above all honesty of 
vision make them ... sacred texts, 
from which it [humanity] may 
learn to see the truth about itself.” 

Ah yes, the British version of 
artistic morality (recently 
co-opted by the NEA and Mayor 
Giuliani of New York), in which 
art is supposed to be uplifting and 
good for us, like Alka-Seltzer. It is 
such a Victorian concept to insist 
that a work is a masterpiece, even 
if its music is less than great, be¬ 
cause its intention is noble. Re¬ 
minds me of the time that Rodney 
Milnes, editor of Opera, opined 
that Monteverdi’s Coronation of 
Poppea was not a good work be¬ 
cause it ends with two evil people 
not only politically triumphant 
but singing the most ravishing 
love duet ever written. 

By now you gather that I am 
not a partisan of Idomeneo as a

whole, yet there are parts of the 
work I wouldn’t miss. Act Three 
opens with the captive Princess 
Ilia (Barbara Bonney) singing the 
opera’s most memorable aria, 
“Zeffiretti lusinghieri,” which 
many of us learned from the di¬ 
vine Sena Jurinac on the pioneer¬ 
ing Glyndebourne recording. 
Bonney should have sung in San 
Francisco 20 years ago, when the 
purity of her upper register made 
her an ideal Nanetta and Sophie 
in every major opera house except 
San Francisco. Still, her aristocrat¬ 
ic carriage and gestures, her neat¬ 
ly elegant figure (wearing, if I am 
not mistaken, a more becoming 
dress than from the original pro¬ 
duction) and her expressive way 
with the recits, the phrasing and 
the dynamics make her the best 
Ilia I’ve ever heard live. 

Aspects of love 

Following the aria comes the 
love duet with Prince Idamante 
(Vesselina Kasarova). Bonney and 
Kasarova, both making SFO de¬ 
buts at the Sunday prima, blended 
exquisitely in the duet’s gentle 
modulations. It was the most 
memorable singing of the after¬ 
noon, except perhaps for Ian 
Robertson’s chorus, which made a 
sumptuous meal of the extended 
choral music that Mozart never 
repeated — not even in The Magic 
Flute. Kasarova is an ideal traves¬ 
ty figure, with her broad shoul¬ 
ders, handsome legs encased in 
tights and a strong jaw. It was a lit¬ 
tle hard to tell how fabulous a 
singer she is going to be (if SFO 
invites her back), because 
Idamante’s part, written for a 
numskull castrato, is truncated 
and consists mostly of recitative, 
which the Bulgarian mezzo deliv¬ 
ered with virile expression. 

The next piece in this remark¬ 
able act is a quartet for Ilia, 
Idamante, Idomeneo (estranged 
from his son for less than sound 
psychological reasons; sorry, Mr. 
Cairns) and Idamante’s sullen ro¬ 
mantic pursuer, the Princess Elet- 
tra (yes, the one left over from the 
House of Atreus — she only dies 
in Strauss’ Elektra). This quartet is 
modern enough to sound as if it 
came from a Benjamin Britten 
opera. Conductor Donald Runni- 


cles and his four leads — Gosta 
Winbergh sings Idomeneo and 
Carol Vaness is Elettra — were at 
their most profound here. After 
that meal of musical genius, even 
I am tempted to think Idomeneo 
is a masterpiece. 

Winbergh and Vaness sang 
powerfully, but both lack tonal 
cover. That straight tone is allied 
to effortful coloratura (he sang the 
easier version of “Fuor del mar”) 
and a completely un-Italianate 
sound. I don’t care if Mozart was 
born in Salzburg and spoke Ger¬ 
man, Idomeneo is an Italian opera, 
even if the British insist on pro¬ 
nouncing it “Ih-DO-me-neo” 
rather than “Ee-do-meh-NAY-o.” 
Non-Italians cannot fake the 
recits. Listen to Placido Domingo 
(Spanish is close enough) and Ce¬ 
cilia Bartoli on the Levine record¬ 
ing if you want to hear the Idome- 
neo-Idamante dialogues palpitate 
the way Mozart meant them to. 

Otherwise, this is a handsome 
production (sets by John Conklin; 
costumes by Michael Stennett; 
stage direction by John Copley), 
with handsome singers conduct¬ 
ed by Runnicles with flexible tem¬ 
pos and particular attention to the 
winds. I just wish I liked the piece 
itself more, or that, for operas like 
Idomeneo and Coronation of Pop- 
pea, the War Memorial had only 
1,200 seats. ▼

Irish axes to grind 

Berkeley Rep's 'Beauty Queen of Leenane'

U f you go to The Beauty Queen 
ij of Leenane expecting another 
II dance around Lughnasa, 
you’re in for a jolt. 

In Beauty Queen , Martin Mc- 
Donagh may be visiting the same 
small-town Irish life that provid¬ 
ed elder playwright Brian Friel 
with the poetry for Dancing at 
Lughnasa, Translations , and his 
other plays. But the people of 
Beauty Queen are raw and bitter, 
and any poetry they generate is 
hardscrabble verse. 

Berkeley Repertory Theatre is 
offering the area debut of Mc- 
Donagh’s play, which began its ac¬ 
claimed march from Dublin to 
London to Broadway in 1996. Mc- 
Donagh was just 26 at the time, 
and he quickly earned for himself 
a reputation as an angry young 
man in life as well as his writings. 

In Beauty Queen, he takes his 
jabs at the British, but basically he 
lets his characters grind their own 
axes. When the lights come up on 
set designer William Bloodgood’s 
austere evocation of an Irish cot¬ 
tage, we see a lump of a woman 


affixed to a rocking chair in front 
of a television. She is soon bark¬ 
ing orders to her care-worn 
daughter, who joylessly complies 
— up to a point. 

Mag and Maureen are some¬ 
thing like a mother-and-daughter 
version of Edward Albee’s George 
and Martha, surviving on a diet of 
mutual torment that is only 
heightened when there is an out¬ 


sider to play to. But Beauty Queen 
turns out not be only a tale of re¬ 
played dramas, but a story of un¬ 
expected twists and revelations 
arising from the grim routine. 

McDonagh is foremost an ac¬ 
complished storyteller most inter¬ 
ested in showing how the in¬ 
evitable will unfold. He provides 
considerable humor as Mag and 
Maureen hone their skills at push¬ 
ing each other’s buttons, but it is a 
deceptively lulling laughter that is 
evoked. 

At Berkeley Rep, Richard Seyd 
has carefully and evocatively di¬ 
rected a quartet of top-flight ac¬ 
tors who reveal scarcely a false 
note among them. Angela Paton is 
amazing as Mag, a mother from 
hell, commanding our attention 
with her every scowl, her every 
pause. Michelle Morain’s Maureen 
seems less vivid in contrast, but it 
too is an authentic performance. 

Jeffrey King finds complexity 
in the role of Maureen’s awkward 
suitor — and her last chance at 
romance — and Brandon Karrer 
creates edgy humor as his impa¬ 
tient younger brother. 

The beauty in The Beauty 
Queen of Leenane comes not from 
a lyrical channeling of the charac¬ 
ters’ spiritual and physical impov¬ 
erishment. Rather it is in the play¬ 
wright’s ability to find facets in 
the mire and show them to us in 
such a compelling way. T

Down V dirty ‘Cabaret’ 


by Richard Dodds 


T here is nothing seductive 
about the world of this new 
Cabaret. The bruised, tat¬ 
tooed, drugged-out zombies in 
their tattered chorus-line cos¬ 
tumes create a compelling image 
in “Willkommen,” the number 
that opens the show, but they 
short circuit the musicals main 
dramatic arc. 

Rather than gradually reveal¬ 
ing itself, the emptiness and de¬ 
pravity of the Kit Kat Klub and 
the society it represents is in full 
throttle from the earliest mo¬ 
ments. It reduces our complicity 
in the seduction that befalls, now 
rather incredibly, the neat and 
natty American writer slumming 
in Berlin. 

But if logic takes a hit, this styl¬ 
ishly down-and-dirty take on the 
1966 musical is still filled with 
many moments that effectively 
kidnap the now-dusty trailblazer. 

Unlike Bob Fosse’s 1970 screen 
version, the original Broadway 
musical is an uneasy melding of 
groundbreaking concepts and 
clunky musical comedy conven¬ 
tions. Where those conventions 
have not been eliminated, direc¬ 
tor Sam Mendes and choreogra¬ 
pher Rob Marshall have found 
ways to pull them into the cabaret 
motif that has always been the 
most exciting part of the show. 

The touring version at the 
Curran Theatre evolved from the 
London hit and its Broadway 
counterpart now housed in the 
old Studio 54. The arrangement at 


the Curran only suggests the 
nightclub-style seating that fur¬ 
ther distinguished this revival. A 
single row of bentwood chairs at 
small tables is lined up along the 
stage, providing a neck-craning 
view that could give new meaning 
to “Mein Herr.” 

To further pull the audience 
into the Kit Kat Klub, the theater 
aisles are used for entrances and 
exits, and the second act even be¬ 
gins with the emcee indulging in 
some hokey audience participa¬ 
tion. 

Representative of the equal- 
opportunity sexuality of the pro¬ 
duction, the emcee first pulls a 
woman from the audience for a 
short dance before doing the same 
with a man. At Friday’s perfor¬ 
mance, Chronicle dance critic Oc¬ 
tavio Roca found himself on 
stage, handling the situation with 
aplomb. “Just call me Butch,” he 
told the leering emcee. 

Carrie Fisher, her young 
daughter, and mother Debbie 
Reynolds were also in the open¬ 
ing-night audience to cheer on 
Carrie’s half-sister, Joely Fisher, as 
Sally Bowles. 

It’s a totally committed perfor¬ 
mance that Fisher offers, creating 
a Sally that is such a believable 
mess that it makes less believable 
that Cliff Bradshaw, the American 
writer, could find her enticing, let 
alone imagine bringing her home 
to meet his mother. Fisher has a 
serviceable voice that she can 
crank up when needed, most no¬ 
tably in the bitter accounting of 
the title song. 

Jay Goede is fine in the observ¬ 


er role of Cliff, who was straight 
in the original Cabaret, but now is 
maybe even more gay than bi. 
Alma Cuervo is a vibrant presence 
as the landlady Fraulein Schnei¬ 
der, and Jeanine Morick effective¬ 
ly brings the slatternly Fraulein 
Kost to life. 

As the emcee, Norbert Leo 
Butz looks like the Joker from 
Batman, has a strong voice, moves 
with authority, and is a driving 
force behind the production. Still, 
one has only had to see Alan 
Cummings on award shows and 
even in the television Annie to 
imagine what magic is possible in 
the role. ▼

and Luc Besson talk about'Joan of Arc'

i|P his year brought with it two 
Joan of Arc films. This past 
spring, ABC television de¬ 
livered its rendition with the up- 
and-coming Leelee Sobieski in the 
starring role. Now, Columbia Pic¬ 
tures has ushered in a big-screen 
production of the 550-year-old 
true story of the martyred teen, 
The Messenger, The Story of Joan of 
Arc, starring Milla Jovovich. 

“Do I think that God actually 
spoke to Joan?” asks the film’s di¬ 
rector, Luc Besson, when I asked 
him the same question. “I think 
that Joan thought that God was 
speaking to her, and that her heart 
told her that she should be doing 
the things that she did. Her mo¬ 
tives were certainly pure and not 
evil.” 

As time tries to heal all 
wounds, the girl in boy’s clothing 
on a mission to establish peace 
was canonized in 1920, 500 years 
after her burning at the stake. 

“The most amazing thing 
about the making of the film,” 
says Milla Jovovich, who plays the 
role of Joan in a very butch fash¬ 
ion, “was not the actual shooting, 
but what transpired afterwards. 
Sure, putting on 50 lbs. of armor 
every day was hard. It was insane, 
but all in a day’s work. The most 
horrific thing was reading the 
comment cards after early screen¬ 
ings of the film. We got a few — 
and I am not saying only one — a 
few comment cards back that said 
that Joan should not burn at the 
end, that that ruined the film.” 
Clearly there is a need for a better 
public education in this country. 

Jovovich, who grew up in Rus¬ 
sia as the daughter of a doctor 
(her father) and lawyer (mother), 
came to the United States at age 
eight. She began acting at eight 
and modeling at eleven (she’s still

the spokeswoman for L’Oreal), 
and as if that were not enough, 
began singing at 15. At the ripe 
old age of 24, the Russian triple¬ 
threat has even gone through a 
difficult romance with Joan of 
Arcs director, Besson. 

The two met a couple of years 
ago when Jovovich starred oppo¬ 
site Bruce Willis in Besson’s The 
Fifth Element. “It was magic from 
the first moment we set eyes on 
each other,” says Jovovich, dressed 
in a black Prada suit and wine 
wool turtleneck. “However, at 
times, things change. We still have 
a huge creative, as in making 
movies, connection to each other, 
and we work so well together. As 
two acrobats would, we trust each 
other implicitly.” Other than that, 
neither Besson or Jovovich had 
much to say about the romance 
that has fallen by the wayside. 

La Dunaway speaks 

Taking a break from work on 
getting the stage version of Mas¬ 
ter Class to the big screen, Faye 
Dunaway, who owns the rights to 
the film version, took the role as 
Yolande D’Aragon in Joan of Arc, 
the shrewd mother-in-law of 
Charles the Dauphin, played by 
John Malkovich. 

“Excuse my tardiness,” shouts 
Dunaway upon entering the in¬ 
terview suite. “As you know, I am 
always late.” She arrived with her 
own coffee mug, not one from 
The Four Seasons in Beverly Hills, 
and began sipping immediately, 
so as to wake herself up. 

“I just got back from Madrid, 
where I did some promo work for 
Ted Turner for CNN,” she ex¬ 
plains. 

While Dunaway may not have 
had top billing in her most recent 
films (The Thomas Crown Affair), 
she has played characters who are 


very integral to the story. In Joan, 
it almost looks as if she had to 
shave her head. But alas, “No, I did 
not shave my head,” she says with 
a smile, wearing a Gap suit and T- 
shirt. “I wore a skull cap.” 

The actress who became an 
icon after her work in Bonnie and 
Clyde, (and who admits to steal¬ 
ing a few blouses from that set) 
grew up a less-than-privileged girl 
in Florida and Texas, and quickly 
made a name for herself while at¬ 
tending the University of Florida, 
where she earned a Fulbright 
scholarship in theater. After con¬ 
tinuing her studies at the Boston 
University of Fine Arts, Dunaway 
joined the Lincoln Center Reper¬ 
tory Company. While she was 
nominated for an Academy Award 
in both Bonnie and Clyde and 
Network, Dunaway may best be 
known for Mommie Dearest. 

Excited about having worked 
with Malkovich, who is regarded 
as one of stage and screen’s best 
actors, Dunaway was quick to 
point out that she was dying to see 
his other new film. “I can’t wait to 
see Inside John Malkovich,” she 
says of Being John Malkovich. 

Dunaway is also very excited 
about bringing Master Class to the 
screen. “I have been working hard 
on it for two years,” she says. “I 
hope that we can start filming by 
Fall 2000.” 

Was working with Faye nuts? I 
asked Besson, having heard from 
many that Dunaway was difficult 
to work with. 

“Everyone was nuts on the set 
of Joan,” chuckles Besson, not 
willing to put his foot in his 
mouth. ▼

T he feel is autumnal, or 
deep winter — a dark yet 
soothing tone that would 
serve well for a film score under¬ 
pinning a story of slow-burning 
desire.

“Some years ago I met a boy named Paris at a cafe in San Fran¬ 
cisco and fell hopelessly in love,” Rodriguez writes in the album’s 
liner notes. “So began a journey into territories unknown to me 
then: True love. Commitment. Denial. Sorrow. The vigor of living 
in the now. Rare but real moments of‘no noise’. The songs on this 
collection are my wanderings through that very human terrain of 
love and loss and learning.” 

The album’s almost monochromatic tone takes time to grow on 
the listener. At first it seems lacking in passion, but then the intensi¬ 
ty of feeling seeps into one’s consciousness. It’s the soulful sound of 
deep introspection. Rodriguez, in collaboration with his best friend, 
Chris Tabarez, and working in Boz Scaggs’ studio, using Scaggs’ gor¬ 
geous Steinway “O,” has created an album of sweeping beauty, the 
saddest notes of which are smiles in the face of heartbreak. V

Solanas gets one . 
more shot at fame 

O ne can’t help but wonder: When Andrew Cunanan headed 
south on his murderous rampage, why did he target Gianni 
Versace and not, say, Jesse Helms? And by the same logic, why, 
on June 3,1968, did the notorious man-hater Valerie Solanas shoot 
and nearly kill Andy Warhol, the world’s most celebrated eunuch, 
and not, say, Hugh Hefner? Well, if rage were easily directed and 
always political, it just wouldn’t be rage, and maybe this question is 
best left to forensic pathologists. Or perhaps some clues can be 
found in the world premiere of Solanas’s play. Up Your Ass, cur¬ 
rently in previews at George Coates Performance Works. 

Solanas wrote Up Your Ass in 1966. Having appeared briefly in 
a few of Warhol’s films and having found the art superstar sympa¬ 
thetic to her ideas, Solanas handed over the manuscript of her play 
to Warhol in the hopes he would produce it. But true to his glib 
nature, Andy praised Valerie for her neat typing and proceeded to 
lose Up Your Ass somewhere deep in the bowels of the Factory. 

Flash-forward to 1999 and the Andy Warhol Museum in Pitts¬ 
burgh, Pennsylvania. There archivists regularly sort through the 
more than 600 cardboard boxes that Warhol referred to as his “time 
capsules.” These cartons contain items as mundane as bank state¬ 
ments and as thrilling as Christmas cards from Rex Reed. Just re- 
cendy, one of them proved to be the hiding place of Up Your Ass. 

Apart from the shooting, Solanas is best known as the founder 
and only member of S.C.U.M. (the Society for Cutting Up Men). 

In 1967, she penned its Manifesto, a white-hot tirade against the 
male sex. Yet Solanas considered Warhol a member of the Men’s 
Auxiliary of S.C.U.M. According to her, the Auxiliary consisted of 
“men who are working diligently to eliminate themselves.” This in¬ 
cluded “faggots who, by their shimmering, flaming example, en¬ 
courage other men to de-man themselves.” 

Readers of this harsh Manifesto are bound to be surprised, how¬ 
ever, by the copious, outrageous wit on display in Up Your Ass. If 
Warhol had had the balls to produce the play, Solanas would’ve eas¬ 
ily been considered a forerunner of Charles Ludlam and John Wa¬ 
ters, for her work here is just as brilliantly satirical as theirs. 

After serving three years in jail, Solanas ended up destitute in 
San Francisco, and in 1988, she died of pneumonia in a Tenderloin 
welfare hotel. Now, scant blocks from the site of her death, her long 
lost play is having its birth. There’s a Phoenix rising from its ashes 
in the heart of San Francisco. ▼

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The going gets rough

O kay, I admit it. I like lots of 
that fetish stuff, with the 
subject restrained, endur¬ 
ing ball stretchers, tit clamps with 
weights hanging on ’em, extra 
long dildo sessions. And while a 
handful of video companies pre¬ 
sent such stuff, some are too heav¬ 
ily into SM, or just too plain scary 
for me. I’ve found an excellent 
compromise in Close-Up Produc¬ 
tions. Although occasionally one 
of their videos will sport the sem¬ 
blance of a plot, their product is 
usually a no-frills visit to a play¬ 
room. Certainly there’s nothing 
special about Close-Up’s produc¬ 
tion values — they keep distract¬ 
ing irrelevancies like scenery and 
costumes and dialogue out of the 
way of the sex. The usual ingredi¬ 
ents consist of a top, a bottom, a 
rack of some sort, and an assort¬ 
ment of toys. 

One thing I like about Close- 
Up is the lack of music, which 
emphasizes the natural moanings 
of sexplay. And I like the way 
Close-Up’s two directors, Steven 
Johnson and Steven Walker, rarely 
lose sight of a cock, no matter 
what mayhem may be the central 
focus. If you want to try some 
Close-Up stuff, you can usually 
tell from the video’s title and the 
box cover illustrations how your 
particular tastes will be met. I was 
slavering at the mouth for Dildo 
Sex Slaves, which is an anthology 
of dildo scenes from previous 
Close-Up videos. Spank Me Man! 
didn’t even make it into my VCR, 
while Unleashed Action , which 
promised (and delivered) a heavy 
workout for my fave, Kyle McKen¬ 
na, lived there for some time. 

Cock Lock , a recent film by 
Steven Walker, is a good example 
of the Close-Up style. While not 
urgent viewing, it’s a solid offer¬ 
ing — especially if you’re into tit 
clamps and the hard-ons that re¬ 
sult when they’re tugged. Stern 
top Lex Kyier has handsome 
brunette Michael Vista shackled 
to an upright frame. A transpar¬ 
ent thread of pre-cum slithers 
from Vista’s hard cock as Kyler . 
chews his neck, pinching his nip¬ 
ples and pulling the balls that are 
severely distended by a wide ball 
stretcher. Kyler adds tit clamps, 


making Vista moan. The 
weights hanging from the 
chain between the clamps 
greatly distend Vista’s 
nipples, and Kyler 
bounces them against the 
boy’s chest, and makes 
him lean forward, so their 
full weight is exerted. It’s 
great tit action, and Vista 
thinks so, too, grinding 
his butt back against 
Kyler’s jock covered hard- 
on. Proceeding to assplay, 
the pair’s stiff cocks are 
still prominently featured 
during paddling, flog¬ 
ging, slow rimming, and, 
especially, a slow and as¬ 
sured fuck which acceler¬ 
ates excitingly. It’s a good 
playroom scene, un¬ 
adorned by production 
values in the typical 
Close-Up style. It’s ac¬ 
companied by a briefer 
turn from another pair, 
which is distinguished 
chiefly by a greatly visible 
penetration, with the boy 
jacking off to orgasm as 
he’s fucked. Although I 
find Close-Up product 
generally dependable, the 
Kyler/Vista pairing is es¬ 
pecially successful. 

Retro Russo 

Sex Play by Russo #2 is a new 
anthology of the star’s perfor¬ 
mances for director Steve Johnson, 
also from Close-Up Productions. 
The 90-minute video is the second 
installment in a Close-Up retro¬ 
spective of its numerous Russo 
films, and it provides some well- 
chosen clips from a half dozen 
vi4?ps, augmented by a newly shot 
finale that features Russo with Jack 
Simmons. It’s a good scene, with a 
surprise. Simmons is the top here, 
using his big cock to fuck Russo to 
orgasm — Russo sits on that big 
thing and rides it, his hard dick 
bobbing stiffly, cum dripping from 
his piss slit. 

The video opens with a clip 
from Roughed Up in Boston, from 
1993, in which Russo is a 
fetishist’s delight, with his taste for 
bondage, humiliation and dirty 
talk in clear display, along with his 
enthusiastic attitude and shaved 
groin. Roughed Up at the Spike 
brings us what Russo fondly re¬ 


calls as “the toilet scene,” a good 
cocksucking sequence with Hank 
Hightower and Dallas Taylor, be¬ 
fore a strong three-way fuck on 
one of the bar’s video games. 
From Slave Camp comes a strong 
duo with Robbie Cryston, while 
Slave Workshop Boston messes up 
the usually pristine Danny Som¬ 
mers in a greasy bondage and 
abuse scene. I like best the solid 
fuck Russo throws humpy dude 
Spike, in a scene from Wet Fanta¬ 
sy. 

Russo fans will find that one of 
the video’s most interesting as¬ 
pects is the way it depicts the 
physical changes the sex-crazed 
star has undergone over the years. 
He’s looking a little grizzled now, 
and has enough tattoos covering 
his arms to pass for an ex-con. It’s 
a new type of attractiveness for 
the pro. What hasn’t changed is 
the slutty fun he has with sex.

T he Pilgrims never dreamt of 
celebrating Thanksgiving 
weekend viewing Dan 
White chowing down on a 
Twinkie or Sister Boom Boom 
skating about San Franciscan 
streets making political declara¬ 
tions, but then they probably 
never signed up for Showtime in 
the first place. 

Yes, the cable channel’s season¬ 
al offering this year, Execution of 
Justice, spotlights the assassina¬ 
tions of George Moscone and 
Harvey Milk. But based upon 
Emily Mann’s play, and not Randy 
Shilt’s The Mayor of Castro Street , 
the focus here is upon the killer 
and not the killees. 

The project, which was filmed 
in Toronto, stars and was pro¬ 
duced by Tim Daly. On assign¬ 
ment for the B.A.R., I corner the 
lead of the once long-running se¬ 
ries Wings on a yacht ride spon¬ 
sored by the Fort Lauderdale Film 
Festival. Tim is aboard promoting 
his leading role in Paul Lazarus’ 
prize-winning comedy, Seven 
Girlfriends. He plays a troubled 
guy in his mid-thirties who de¬ 
cides to check out all his past rela¬ 
tionships to see why they fizzled. 
One failed love turns out to be the 
now very pregnant and very les¬ 
bian Elizabeth Pena who’s in the 
midst of having a very in-your- 
face baby shower when Tim 
shows up. But that’s another story 
for a future time. 

I’m here to talk Milk, and once 
I sight Daly, who’s unsuccessfully 
trying to hide behind the brim of 
a baseball cap, I attack — or at 
least turn on my tape recorder. 
After all, once you’ve been on Peo¬ 
ple’s “50 Most Beautiful People” 
list, what chance have you got of 
fading into the background, even

if it was the 1997 list? 

First question: So Tim, how 
did you get involved in the subject 
that has constantly failed to make 
it to the big screen even with the 
names of Robin Williams and Gus 
Van Sant once attached to the 
game plan? 

“Well, I sort of had a vague 
knowledge of the story when I 
was a kid,” Daly charmingly 
replies. “You know I heard about 
it, and then when I read maybe 
eight years ago that they were 
going to make a movie of it, I 
thought, Oh, my God! Who bet¬ 
ter to play the part of Dan White 
than me? 

“That particular story, which 
was [based on] Shilt’s book and 
focused on Harvey Milk, sort of 
came and went several times. Fi¬ 
nally, I said to a partner in my 
production company, Stephen 
Burleigh, I wish I could play Dan 
White. Well, he remembered this 
play written by Mann that was 
more about White, the trial, and 
how in many people’s view justice 
was not served. So we put it to¬ 
gether and did it ourselves.” 

The White stuff 

Dan White was sort of a tragic 
symbol of what some folks think 
is the best about America, I note. 

“Well, that’s obviously a very 
good way to describe him. He was 
a very complicated man who did a 
really horrendous thing. When 
you do a film about someone like 
White, you always take a risk of 
having the audience think that 
you’re somehow on his side, that 
you’re condoning him. I think we 
did a very good job of not con¬ 
doning him in any way, but pre¬ 
senting what happened and trying 
to get under his skin. The thing 
that’s peculiar about America is 
that we seem to turn out these 
sort of all-American killers at an 
alarmingly regular rate, and that 
really fascinated me. 

“Oddly, enough over the 20 
years since the murders hap¬ 
pened, although I think that Har¬ 
vey Milk was a fascinating charac¬ 
ter and man, a gay person coming 
out publicly is less of a hot button 
story now than it was back then. 
On the other hand, with hate 
killings like the one of that kid 
Matthew Shepard, and with 
American psychos still turning up 
in our society, focusing on White 
was the way to go.” 

Recalling an interview I once 
had with Tommy Lee Jones about 
playing the homophobic and 
racist ball player Ty Cobb, I note 
how the actor became enraged 
when asked what it was like to 
play a bastard? Did Tim develop 


any similar affections for his part? 
Did he learn what made Dan tick 
or anti-gay? 

“Well, he was a very compli¬ 
cated guy, and certainly I have 
places in my own personality that 
I could draw upon to try to un¬ 
derstand what made him tick,” 
Tim noted. “Hopefully I got inside 
of him. I don’t think you can, 
when you’re playing a character, 
judge the person. But again 
human beings are so complicated. 
Even in the most heinous people 
in our society, there are usually 
spots in them that are human, 
that are kind, and that’s what 
makes us so fascinating. That we 
have all these different facets in 
ourselves.” 

Looking around at the other 
actors, directors, reporters and so¬ 
ciety folk on the yacht, Tim con¬ 
tinues: “I think that every human 
being on this boat is capable of 
doing something tremendously 
horrible if the right circumstances 
would present themselves. I’m not 
saying they’d have to eat the right 
amount of Twinkies though. 
That’s why we’re constantly fasci¬ 
nated with people who do things 
that are outside the bounds of so¬ 
cialized behavior.” 

Leaving my knife in my back 
pocket, I ask one final question: 
“Since your company produced 
this film, are you trying to avoid 
attaching yourself to dingbat en¬ 
tertainment? Your sister [stage, 
screen, and television actress Tyne 
Daly, most famous for her Emmy 
Award-winning roles on the TV 
series Cagney & Lacy and Christy, 
who plays a role in Execution of 
Justice] is also rather serious. Do 
you both consider acting as some¬ 
thing that can change society?” 

Taking a breath, he replies: “I 
really don’t know about that. I 
think that any art form at its best 
makes people question who they 
are, or what society they live in. 
It’s not that I’m out to change so¬ 
ciety, but I’m fascinated by the 
questions of what make up 
human beings because we’re so 
vast and various, and we have so 
many laws. If you illuminate those 
things, then people can look more 
deeply into themselves. Whether 
or not they look into themselves 
and say, ‘Oh, I’m fine’ or they look 
into themselves and say,‘My God! 
I never thought of it that way,’ it 
doesn’t really matter. Everyone is 
going to have a different re¬ 
sponse.’^

If you have younger siblings 
you’d like to indoctrinate into 
queer life, tune in to ABC’s Sabri¬ 
na, the Teenage Witch, one of the 
campiest shows on TV with an 
amazingly queer subtext.

of his attention on first loves and 
early sexual experiences. “The ori¬ 
gins of sexual feeling don’t inter¬ 
est me much,” he writes. “A far 
more productive field of inquiry 
is the way in which sexual feeling 
makes itself known, and how we 
negotiate with our sense of desire, 
and with the dawning awareness 
of difference.” Doty does attend to 
this inquiry in Firebird, but it is 
just one aspect of his develop¬ 
ment that he chronicles. What 
seems to be more important to 
Doty is his relationship with his 
family, particularly his mother, 
and how the dynamics of that re¬ 
lationship have shaped him. 

There is nothing in Firebird 
that is cliche or generic. Doty is an 
award-winning poet, and his tal¬ 
ents as a poet shine through in his 
prose. Indeed, there are sections of 
Firebird that read with all the 
magic and reverie of a poem. De¬ 
scribing a dance that he performs 
for his classmates (an incident that 
gives the book its title), Doty 
writes: “And so we’re left with 
shimmer and the downward drift 
of a minor chord, darkening, and 
then the emphatic burst of con¬ 
clusion. Unsayable movement, 
given form, in the body of a heavy 
little boy no longer weighted, 
without limit, hardly held to earth 
at all.” This is the kind of lyricism 
that runs through Firebird and 
makes it a memorable coming-of- 
age account of an extraordinarily 
sensitive young man. Doty’s earli¬ 
er memoir, Heavens Coast (which 
covers a later period), won the 
PEN/Martha Albrand Award for 
First Nonfiction. With Firebird, 
Doty has more than lived up to the 
promise of his earlier book, and 
has proven that he is as masterful 
in prose as he is in poetry. ▼ 


Laughing to ourselves 


dancer 

in his new memoir Firebird, rises 
to the task with eloquence, hon¬ 
esty and courage. The result is one 
of the best memoirs of childhood 
published in recent years. 

Firebird is a relatively slim 
book, but it’s dense with self-ex¬ 
ploration and revelation. It is a 
beautifully written account of 
what was no doubt a difficult per¬ 
sonal reckoning for Doty. He 
chronicles a childhood marred by 
numerous difficulties and a per¬ 
vasive sense of unhappiness, even 
sorrow. These difficulties include 
the less-than-perfect marriage of 
his parents, the troubling progress 
of a rebellious sister, his mother’s 
alcoholism, and Doty’s growing 
awareness of his homosexuality 
and its consequences. But Firebird 
is more than a “gay memoir.” It’s 
the story of one man’s difficult re¬ 
lationship with his family and his 
transformation into an individual 
and an artist. 

There is much that is startling 
and sad in Firebird. For example, 
Doty describes returning home 
from school one day to learn that 
his best friend and his friend’s 
family have been killed in a mur¬ 
der-suicide by their mother. Later 
in the book, Doty has to face 
down his own mother as she aims 
a gun at him. Despite these har¬ 
rowing scenes, there is also a fair 
amount of comic relief in the 
book. Doty’s early experiments 
with camp and drag (including a 
routine in which he dons his 
mother’s clothes and sings Judy 
Garland’s “Get Happy”) are 
funny, partly because they seem so 
generically “gay.” 

Indeed, there’s much that one 
could call “familiar” in Firebird. 
Doty confesses, for example, that 
he was insecure as a child because 
he was a “chubby” kid and not all 
that good in sports, and that he 
was more comfortable with tex¬ 
tiles and opera .than with sports 
and other “boy” interests. Most of 
these seem like textbook ele¬ 
ments in the life of a typical gay 
boy. But Doty covers this ground 
without weepiness or sentimen¬ 
tality, and he freshens it with the 
power of his particular perspec¬ 
tive. 

Though Firebird is, in part, the 
story of Doty’s realization of his 
sexuality, he does not focus much

Boy Meets Boy edited by 
Lawrence Schimel; St. Martin's

L et’s face it, looking for love 
ain’t easy. Books about the 
trials of gay dating surely 
come and go, with only a few of 
them garnering mention or actu¬ 
ally good enough to be passed 
along to friends in need of a guid¬ 
ing light. Editor Lawrence 
Schimel’s new collection of mat¬ 
ing mishaps, Boy Meets Boy, 
makes the grade by not only fea¬ 
turing entries by several well- 
known authors, but by assem¬ 
bling stories, essays and opinions 
that are both truly funny and sur¬ 
prisingly sexy, offering up a sweet 
opportunity to laugh at ourselves. 

Dividing the more than 20 
tales and observances into three 
sections, “Looking for Mr. Right,” 


“Strange Lovers and Loving 
Strangers,” and “Odd Encoun¬ 
ters,” the book maximizes its 
humor quotient by satirizing the 
foibles one must endure when 
looking for love or in just keeping 
that flame alive. Schimel notes 
that, “given the lengths to which 
we will sometimes go to fall in 
love, pursue someone we think we 
are in love with, or simply to get 
laid, there is no rule too arcane to 
follow.” 

From personal ads to dates 
with muscle queens, from slaves 
who make their dates bark like a 
dog to suburban “bridge and tun¬ 
nel” boys, no scene or stereotype 
is sacred. Jameson Currier’s “The 
Right Man” offers an introspective 
look at the way we search, seize, 
catch and release each other via 
the storrpy seas of dating in the 
1990s. It’s the only essay in the 
book that packs true emotional 
punch, opting for more reflective 
notions rather than the knee-slap¬ 


ping highjinks that follow in other 
stories. Currier’s thoughtful pas¬ 
sages on the trial-and-error 
lifestyle of the single gay dating 
man will surely have hit home for 
many readers. Of his latest dates 
he writes, “On some level there 
wasn’t a connection or need or 
spark between us. And each one I 
let end in its own way, drifting po¬ 
litely apart through either neglect 
or avoidance.” 

Hard truths 

Matthew Rettenmund’s stance 
in “Giving It Up” is somewhat less 
tactful and delicate. He notes, “It 
seems that queers don’t really date 
unless the sex is a given.” And he 
drops hard truths like bricks when 
writing that “dating is a hardship, 
an organized stressfest” and is 
“sometimes understood to be 
synonymous with fucking.” 

Some stories have happy end¬ 
ings, some not; some of their 
writers end up getting satisfacto¬ 
rily laid or falling into the sticky 
web of unrequited love. While the

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used to help treat HIV, the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of HIV drug called a "non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase 
inhibitor" (NNRTI). 

How does SUSTIVA work? 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (called "viral load"). SUSTIVA must 
be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, SUSTIVA has been 
shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells (a type of immune cell in blood). 
SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

Does SUSTIVA cure HIV or AIDS? 

SUSTIVA is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other infections 
associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important that you remain under the care of your doctor. 

Does SUSTIVA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Continue to practice safe 
sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take SUSTIVA? 

• The dose of SUSTIVA for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken together) once a day 

by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see Can children take SUSTIVA?). 

• Take SUSTIVA at the same time each day. You should take SUSTIVA at bedtime during the first few 
weeks or if you have side effects, such as dizziness or trouble concentrating (see What are the 
possible side effects of SUSTIVA?). 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water, juice, milk or soda. You may take SUSTIVA with or without meals; 
however, SUSTIVA should not be taken with a high fat meal. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose right away. 

If you do miss a dose, do not double the next dose. Carry on with your regular dosing schedule. 

If you need help in planning the best times to take your medicine, ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on your own. 

Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. This is 
very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped 
for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to SUSTIVA and become harder to treat. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious problem 
in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any other side effects while 
your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower than the dose for adults. 
Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are available. Your child’s doctor will determine the right 
dose based on your child’s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to SUSTIVA or any of its ingredients. 


What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor right away if you: 

• Are pregnant or want to become pregnant 

• Are breast-feeding 

• Have problems with your liver, or have had hepatitis 

• Start or change any medicine 

• Have side effects while taking SUSTIVA (efavirenz) 

• Have a history of mental illness, substance or alcohol abuse 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 

Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, and/or unusual 
dreams a few hours after starting treatment with SUSTIVA. These feelings may be less noticeable if 
you take SUSTIVA at bedtime. They also tend to go away after you’ve taken the medicine for a few 
weeks. Rarely, patients have more serious side effects that may affect mood or ability to think clearly. 
These side effects occur more often in patients with a history of mental illness or substance abuse. 

Tell your doctor promptly if any of these side effects continue or if they bother you. There is the possibility 
that these symptoms may be more severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood altering (street) 
drugs. You should avoid driving or operating machinery if you are having these side effects. 

One of the most common side effects is rash. These rashes usually go away without any change 
in treatment. In a small number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a rash, call your 
doctor promptly. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. However, 
this is not a complete list of side effects reported with SUSTIVA when taken with other anti-HIV drugs. 

Do not rely on this leaflet alone for information about side effects. Your doctor can discuss a more 
complete list of side effects with you. 

Please contact your doctor immediately before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects. Tell your 
doctor or other healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 

What about birth control, pregnancy, or breast-feeding? 

Women should not become pregnant while taking SUSTIVA. Birth defects have been seen in animals 
treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in humans. You should use a condom 
or diaphragm in addition to other methods of birth control while taking SUSTIVA. Inform your doctor 
immediately if you are pregnant. If you want to become pregnant, talk to your doctor. Do not take SUSTIVA 
if you are breast-feeding. Talk to your doctor if you are breast-feeding your baby. 

Can I take other medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines (including ones for HIV). Your doctor may change 
your medicines or change their doses. For this reason, it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

• Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those you buy 
over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your medicines when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how much you take, 
and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture of the medicines 
you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken with 
SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA:* * 

• Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be changed or have their dose changed when taken 
with SUSTIVA:** ' 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Fortovase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

How should I keep SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is available as 50 mg, 100 mg, and 200 mg capsules. 

Keep SUSTIVA at room temperature (77°F) in the bottle given to you by your pharmacist. 

The temperature can range from 59°-86°F. 

Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children. 

How can I learn more about SUSTIVA? 

Talk to your doctor or other healthcare provider if you have questions about either SUSTIVA 
or HIV. For additional information you can visit the SUSTIVA website at http://www.sustiva.com.

Faults by Terri de la Pena; 
Alyson, $11.95

I am a woman of decidedly 
mixed ethnic heritage — Bo¬ 
hemian, Swedish, German, 
Irish, and ? (my grandfather was 
adopted), but I’ve always longed 
to be Italian. I was taught to cook 
by a wonderful Italian man who 
assured me that Italian women 
were born with the ability to dis¬ 
tinguish between eggplant with¬ 
out seeds and eggplant with. 
What can I say — in that blister¬ 
ing moment, as I cut open yet an¬ 
other bitter, seedy eggplant, I 
knew powerful ethnic envy. And 
even though my friend was also 
gay, the idea of the combination 
seemed impossible. There were 
few gay books at all then, and al¬ 
most none that were written by 
Italians. 


The scarcity of books written 
by Italian queers continues to this 
day, but thanks to the collecting 
and editing efforts of Giovanna 
(Janet) Capone, Denise Nico 
Leto, and Tommi Avicolli Mecca, 
a new book begins the effort of 
filling that void. Hey Paesan!: 
Writing by Lesbians and Gay Men 
of Italian Descent (Three Guineas 
Press, $12.95, paper) is a moving, 
funny, terrific collection of essays, 
poetry, fiction, and interviews 
(including one with the next 
mayor of San Francisco) that 
speaks in many voices to what it 
means to be marginalized and 
stereotyped by a straight WASP 
culture, as well as to the glories of 
claiming both identities. An essay 
by editor Leto, “Anna Magnani at 


the Castro,” explains the need for 
this anthology: “By presenting a 
collection of Italian American les¬ 
bian and gay writing, our hope is 
to challenge these ideas and 
stereotypes.... We want our liter¬ 
ary work to be received with an 
awareness that there is a con¬ 
text, wonderfully multiple 
and varied, and that 
the context is Ital¬ 
ian and queer; a 
lesbian and gay 
italianita. It is 
from there that 
our anthology 
has emerged; a 
desire to tell sto¬ 
ries, to interpret and translate 
them; to nurture and recognize 
the range of literary voices in our 
Italian-descended lesbian and gay 
communities.” 

The editors surpass these goals 
with writing that offers deeply 
personal visions and thoughtful 
investigation of what it means to 
say: “This is what I am.” Selecting 
favorites is difficult — OK, im¬ 
possible — but several deserve 
special mention. Felice Picano’s 
“Uneasy Spirits” is an eerie ghost 
story, but because the writer is Pi- 
cano, the tale has depth and 
humor as well as the requisite 
chills. Mecca’s essay is no less than 
a manifesto for political change 
and personal growth. In the 
evocative “Avondale,” Rob Nixon 
sees “identity not as a fixed desti¬ 
nation, but as the locus of all 
we’ve forgotten, all we know, all 
we’ll ever know. It’s the site of 
imagination and desire, always on 
the verge of discovery and fulfill¬ 
ment.” 

Hey Paesan! is food for the 
heart and the spirit, a great read.

While the Indigos always had a 
major lesbian following, Emily 
was a little slower than Amy in 
publicly coming out. 

“Early on, I just had some 
fears,” she explains. “I just didn’t 
want us to be thought of as a ‘gay 
band’ and didn’t want to be held 
back. I was younger then, and it 
was just adolescent fear.” 

In 1993, they appeared at the 
March on Washington, perform¬ 
ing a haunting a cappella version 
of the Simon and Garfunkel clas¬ 
sic “American Tune.” 

“I remember walking up that 
scaffolding [to the stage] thinking 
I was about to throw up because I 
was so nervous,” says Saliers. 
“Then I remember the power of 
that gathering of people — it was 
very moving. I remember being 
honored that we were asked to 
perform there, and I remember 
being completely empowered by 
the experience and just wanting to 
get back and be a gay rights ac¬ 
tivist as much as possible.” 

Helping youth 

Part of that activism has been 
working with gay youth. In the 
liner notes of the new album is a 
list of the Indigos’ favorite organi¬ 
zations, including Youth Pride, an 
Atlanta-based support group for 
gay and lesbian teens. 

“Yeah, Youth Pride is a great 
group,” says Saliers. “So many 
young gay people feel so isolated 
and hopeless, and they’re tor¬ 
mented and beaten up. So Youth 
Pride is really important for 
young gay people, and for other 
people to understand what young 
gay people go through.” 

The Indigo Girls contributed a 
track for a record benefiting the 
group and distribute their litera¬ 
ture at concerts. 

Last year, the Indigos found 
themselves in the middle of a con¬ 
troversy when several scheduled 
high school appearances in South 
Carolina were canceled because of 
a few homophobic parents. 

“We set up a whole string of 
high school shows that were all 
free, and we were just going to go 
in and play and do a question and 
answer session about music and 
the music business,” she says. “It 
was supposed to be just encour¬ 
agement for the arts, because so 
much arts funding had been cut 
in high schools.” 

At the first show, Amy used the F 
word in her song “Shame On You.” 

“A few parents found out that 
we were coming to their [kids’] 
high school and, because we’re 
gay, objected to us playing, and 
then the principal tried to use the 
fact that Amy had used profanity 
as the reason why the show was 
being canceled, when in fact it was 
pure homophobia,” she says. 

In a domino effect, almost all 
of the high schools canceled their 
appearances. But that didn’t stop 
Emily and Amy. 

“What we did was, we just went 
into the towns and booked small 
venues, and all the kids who want¬ 
ed to come to the show got to see 
us anyway,” she says. “There was a 
press conference, and none of the 
parents who opposed us being 
there came to have a dialogue 
about it. It was just amazing how a 
very few bigoted people could de¬ 
rail something that was meant 
with the purest of intentions.” 

Rebels with a cause 

Saliers says she and Ray were 
political even before they were 
musicians. 

“I come from a political fami¬ 
ly,” she says. “My dad was a pro¬ 


of political activity surrounding 
the war and the civil rights move¬ 
ment, and my parents were good 
liberals. As soon as Amy and I 
were playing together, we were 
doing benefits for Greenpeace and 
community shelters. Even if we 
weren’t in music, we would be ac¬ 
tivists. This was just a way for us 
to use our vocations to give back. 
It’s just a natural thing — it’s no 
big deal.” 

One of their many causes is 
abolishing the death penalty. The 
final track of the new album is a 
song Ray wrote about Karla Faye 
Tucker, who on February 3, 1998 
became the first woman to be ex¬ 
ecuted by the state of Texas since 
the Civil War. 

“I think Amy was just particu¬ 
larly struck by how everybody 
used [Tucker] as a pawn in the 
battle for their cause,” she says. 
“You had the church, because 
[Tucker] became a born-again 
Christian, you had anti-death 
penalty people, you had pro-death 
penalty people, and of course, the

“I hope I’m still alive in 20 
years,” she jokes. “No, Amy and I 
will still be friends and we’ll prob¬ 
ably still be doing something to¬ 
gether. I think we’re just bound 
for life.” T

tries to woo two women in the 
play, avoiding physical contact 
until either drunk or forced, and 
then fleeing in disgust when they 
finally respond. Williams may not 
have realized he was creating a 
character so clearly struggling 
with repressed homosexuality, but 
all the bells and whistles are there. 

While Williams would soon 
find more efficient forms to ex¬ 
plore his themes and develop his 
characters — Spring Storm has 14 
characters, seven scenes, and runs 
over three hours — it is a remark¬ 
ably accomplished and entertain¬ 
ing early work. It’s main failing is 
a lack of clear focus, as Williams’ 
attention wavers between several 
characters and their plights. 

While the poetry that would 
come to be synonymous with 
Williams’ dialogue is thinner here, 
he already knows how to create 
vibrant dialogue, structure dra¬ 
matically engrossing scenes, and 
mine humor both broad and dry. 

Contemporaneously with a 
theater company in Austin, the 
Marin Theatre Company is offer¬ 
ing the professional premiere of 
Spring Storm. It’s a terrific pro¬ 
duction, staged with inviting nu¬ 
ance by Lee Sankowich, and pop¬ 
ulated with a first-rate cast of 
both local and national talent. 

Richard Robichaux, as the 
wispy Arthur, creates a com¬ 
pelling figure out the character’s 
very weaknesses. Even standing in 
repose at the sidelines of the ac¬ 
tion, Robichaux communicates 
through a forlorn body language 
Arthur’s put-upon condition. 

Arthur thinks he is in love with 


Heavenly Critchfield, the discon¬ 
tented daughter of an aristocratic 
family of faded fortures. Although 
Allison McDonnell lays on the 
Southern accent rather thickly, she 
ably conveys the somewhat dim 
Heavenly’s lust for life, as typified 
by her hot-to-trot passion for the 
aggressively masculine Dick Miles 
(Jamie Gannon). 

Heavenly’s mother, Esmeralda, 
is an unmistakable progenitor of 
Amanda in The Glass Menagerie, 
even to the point of serving lemon¬ 
ade to Heavenly and her gentleman 
caller Arthur whom she is desper¬ 
ate to have as a son-in-law. Sharon 
Lockwood finds the comic in the 
frantic as the nattering Esmeralda. 

But the real comic delight of 
this production is Linda Hoy as 
Heavenly’s wry and wise aunt. Hoy 
has the timing and delivery of the 
best, and it’s a joy whenever we see 
Aunt Lila’s easy chair reappear on 
stage, for we know she’s close at 
hand. The tragic side of the story 
focuses on Hertha, a plain librari¬ 
an who sees her soul mate in 
Arthur. Stacy Ross is astonishingly 
good in the role, and her melt¬ 
down is an unalloyed heartbreaker. 

There is so much of the future 
Tennessee Williams in Spring 
Storm that coming across the play 
is like finding a treasure map to 
literary treasures. But the play, 
much more than just a scholarly 
find, is a viable, entertaining work 
in its own right. Marin Theatre 
Company deserves high marks for 
treating it with theatrical vigor 
rather than solemn respect. T
